There is hardly a doubt that the World's 
Fair and all of it will be located in Jackson 
Park. The Lake-Front has been definitely 
abandoned by the directors. There are a few 
of the directors who yet cling to the idea that 

of the Fair ought to be held on the Lake 
Park, as it now exists, but their views are not 
likely to prevail, and the Lake-Front 
wil not be even a gateway to 
the park. A few buildings for the 
art gallery and the electrical exhibition may 
be erected there, but that is all. Even that 
much is not definitely settled. 

The delay of the last week has been due to 
the factthat the directors have been nego- 
tating with the trustees of the Washington 
Park Club with a view to use its grounds for 
fair-ground purposes in conjunction with the 
southern section of Washington Park, 
but the prompt refusal of the South 
Park Commissioners to surrender Washing- 
ton Park for Fair purposes has effectually 
ended the negotiations. There was no chance 
for the North Side site or the Garfield Park 
bite at any time, because, if either was chosen, 
it would be subject to the approval of the Na- 
tional Commissioners, and the directors did 
not care to go before those gentlemen again. 

It appears that Mr. Olmsted’s survey of 
Jackson Park was but partial, and when the 
facts were presented to him -through the 
columns of Tus Inu and otherwise he

They point out that Washington Park is, after 
twenty years’ work, the only complete part of 
the South Park system, on which over $11,- 
000,000 of the people’s money has been 
spent.

Two Sites Offered. 


The West Side placed a site at the disposal 
of the directors yesterday. It was tendered 
by A. J. Stoneand William Halley in behalf of 
the West Park Commissioners and other cit- 
izens in that part of the city interested in the 
location. The poffered site includes 425 acres, 
bounded on the north by Kinzie street, on 
the east by Central Park avenue, on the west 
by the boundary line of Garfield Park, and on 
the south by Colorado avenue. 

„As beautiful a site as could be found any- 
where in Chicago is within those boundaries,”’ 
said Mr. Stone, and we don’t ask the direc- 
tors to pay us a cent for the use of the prop- 
erty.

Controller Onahan has a site which he will 
tender to the directors. It is the Gage farm 
at Riverside, and consists of 300 acres. It 
will be tendered on behalf of the City of 
Chicago free of charge. The farm is 
now rented to Con Sullivan, who has a 
track out there and trains horses. His lease 
will run out May 1. It is a fine piece of land 
and near the Desplaines River, but it is not 
available, as the act passed by Congress locat- 
ing the World’s Fair provides that the site 
shall be within the limits of the city. This 
property is outside the city limits and it is be- 
yond the authority of the directors to con- 
sider it. This point seems to have escaped 
Mr. Onahan.

IT MAY REACH CHICAGO. 


NEW YORK CENTRAL STRIKE LIKELY 
TO SPREAD. 


Frank Sweeney, Grand Master of the Switch- 
men’s Mutual Aid Association, in Buf- 


falo Looking After Its Interests—Two, 


Hundred Men in Buffalo Quit Work—A 
Number of Pinkerton Guards Arrested 
at Albany—No Conference Between 
Powderly and Webb. 


The tie-up on the Vanderbilt lines is in a 
fair way of reaching Chicago, though not 
through any influence of the Knights of 
Labor. The next few days will be full of in- 
tense interest to railroad-men all over the 
country. They will look anxiously to the 
movements of one man, a Chicago man 
now in Buffalo, for on his actions will, 
in a large measure, depend the question 
whether the country shall be plunged into an 
industrial battle of the most colossal dimen- 
sions. This man is Frank Sweeney, Grand 


Master of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Associa-’ 


tion. He has gone to Buffalo to make de- 
mands on the railroad people, and if they are 
not granted there will be a tie-up at Chicago. 
Sweeney left this city Friday afternoon. Said 
he to a TmRHUxR reporter a few days ago when 
speaking of the vacillating management of 
some strikes: 

“If a man accepts a position at the head of 
a big labor organization he must be prepared 
to give up everything for it. We have the one- 
man power in our organization. If it was not 
for that we would have strikes every day. It 
is as necessary as that of a General in war. 
If I see that I must exercise my power I shall 
nut hesitate to do so.”’ 

This was said at a time when Mr. Sweeney 
was firmly convinced that the present trouble 
on the New York Central would be confined 
to the Knights of Labor. 

“The New York Central is not fighting 
against labor,“ he said, though, for some 
reason, it is fighting the Knights of Labor. It 
will not fight the federated associations of 
railroad employés. It can’t afford to.“ 

The fact was Mr. Sweeney did not relish the 
idea of having the Mutual Aid men assist 
the Knights of Labor. There never was any 
love lost between them, and the quicker the 
Knights of Labor went down the better it 
would suit the trades organizations. 

But circumstances went contrary to Mr. 
Sweeney’s ideas. No matter how he disliked 
the Knights of Labpr he believed it was not 
the place of members of his organization to 
help a corporation in a fight against another 
labor organization. He would not order the 
Mutual Aid men back to work as long as the 
K. of L. men were out, and as for allowing any 
of his men to take the places of strikers that 
would be downright “ scabbing in the union 
man’s way of thinking. 

Mutual Aid Men May Strike, 

So Mr. Sweeney thought there was no pros- 
pect of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion being drawn into the strike except in one 
way. And it is this one way that affairs seem 
to have taken of late. 

The local men at Buffalo having charge of 
the affairs of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid As- 
sociation at that point left the headquarters of 
that organization in this city in complete ig- 
norance as to the New York Central strike, 
which only confirmed the opinion here 
that the Mutual Aid men would not be 
drawn into it. For if anything had happened 


there at once to leok into the dis- 
charge of three Mutual Aid switch- 
men by the New York Central road 
at East Buffalo for refusing to do some work 
which used to be the duty: of the striking 
Knights of Labor. Mr. Sweeney took the 
first train and went to Buffalo. He was in 
session with the Mutual Aid switchmen at 
that point last evening. His friends in Chi- 
cago waited till late in the evening, but got 
no word from him. So no action has yet 
been taken. : 

Before leaving for the East,“ said John J. 
Hannahan, Vice-Grand Master of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen, *‘ Sweeney said 
tome: ‘I don’t want to get into this fight if 
there is any way out of it. But we cannot al- 
low them to use one labor organization as a 
club to kill another with. Our men must not 
take the bread out of other men’s mouths, 
Our men want to continue at work, and if 
the company will keep them at the 
work which they have been doing they will 
keep right on working. But if the company 
required our men to take the places of strikers 
and discharged them because they refused to 
do so, then I shall insist that they be rein- 
stated. There is no alternative. And if the 
company refuses to reinstate them 

„Well,“ Mr. Hannahan went on, you heard 
us discuss the matter the other evening. 
Sweeney did not think the strike would 
spread. I was afraid it would.” 

What Sweeney left unsaid to Hannahan was 
clear to that gentleman, who understood how 
the matter would progress under the rules of 
the organizations of which he and Sweeney 
are officers. 

A General Strike May Be Ordered. 

The course will be this: If the railroad re- 
fuse to reinstate the three men—assuming that 
they were discharged for the cause assigned 
—then Sweeney will have a meeting of the 
Supreme Council of the Federation of Rail- 
road Employés called by Grand Master Sar- 
gent of the firemen, who is the Chairman of 
it. This body consists of the highest officers 
of each of the four big organizations of em- 
ployés of the railroad service, including the 
firemen, switchmen, brakemen, and part of 
the conductors. The matter will be submitted 
to them, and if the cause is found to 
be just and the demand in accordance 
with its laws the council will make another 
attempt to adjust the difficulty amicably with 
the officials of the New York Central. That 
attempt failing, a general strike will be or- 
dered on the New York Central, and, if neces- 
sary, on all the Vanderbilt lines and all such 
lines as connect with them or handle their 
traffic. These lines are well organized by the 
four trades mentioned, and a strike by the 
latter would completely paralyze them. 

As far as Chicago is concerned, the Vander- 
bilt lines entering it are the Michigan Central, 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern, Nickel 
Plate, Big Four, and the Northwestern. 
Eventually the Union Pacific would be drawn 
into the srruggle. In case of a general strike, 
such as is now within the range of 
possibilities, these roads would be 
tied up. There no indication 
of a strike on them as yet. Everything was in 
full running order yesterday, trains leaving 
and arriving regularly. Sweeney’s departure 
was known only to his most intimate asso- 
ciates. Neither officials nor employés had an 
inkling of what was brewing. 

In case the strike should come it will be 
several days before it can be put in 
operation. The conference of Sweeney with 
the officials of the New York Central, the 
caling together of the Supreme Council 
of the Federation, their call on the 
official, their conferences and the final pro- 
mulgation of the order—all these matters will 
take time. The strike can be averted alto- 
gether by the reinstatement of the three 
switechmen. Their discharge may turn out 
to have been due to other causes than those 
assigned by their fellow-workmen. The of- 
ficials of the New York Central will think 
twice before engaging in a struggle with the 
four powerful labor organizations represented

This 
morning the New York Central strike took on 
a new phase in Buffalo by the switchmen in 
the employ of the New York Central antl West 
Shore roads going on a strike, Tbey number 
about 200 and left their posts at & o’clock this 
morning. The result is that Bo freight is 
moving in these yards.

It is learned that Tuesday last 
the members of the Switchmen’s M 
Association were ordered to go to 
and take the places of the striki 
men in that yard. They re 
were at once discharged. The G 
Committee of the John M. Hannah Lodge 
Friday afternoon waited on Superintendent 
Burrows, but were ordered out of his @ffice. 
In consequence the strike was declared, The 
men employed in the New York Central 
freight-house were sent home yesterday, as 
they can do no work during the continuance 
of the strike. 

It is understood that the switchmen on the 
Erie, Lackawanna, and Lehigh Valley have 
notified their respective companies that they 
will refuse to handle any freight consigned to 
the New York Central or West Shore ‘road. 
If the companies insist on their handling it 
they will refuse to work. 5

The 
main tracks are clear, but the passenger-trains 
are said to be all late, having to move slowly 
on account of dangerous switches. 

Superintendent Burrows arrived on his en- 
gine at 20’clock. In a little canvas bag he 
carried $4,000, which he drew from the Bank 
of Buffalo just before noon. 

J am going to pay the fools off,” he told 
Police Commissioner Illig, and then I will 
discharge them. They will never work for the 
Central road again. I will have 100 men at 
work Monday morning and we will then have 
all the men we want. There will not be any 
trouble either.“ The strikers held two meet- 
ings this afternoon, but nothing was done be- 
yond explaining the situation. 

Maj. McGowan of the Executive Committee 
from Albany said today: Buffalo is consid- 
ered the key to the situation, and we will do 
our best to hold it. I made one prediction 
and that materialized, so I will make another: 
Inside of five days you will seo steps taken by 
the railroad company looking towards arbi. 
tration. You mark my words.“ 

The live stock shipments from this point de- 
spite the assistance given by the West Shore, 
Lackawanna, and Erie are at least a week be- 
hind. There is no knowing how long it will 
take to get caught np. It was learned tonight 
that the switchmen on the Central and West 
Shore petitioned for Chicago wages before the 
strike in the East. They asked that an 
answer be returned to their petition 
on or before Monday Aug. 18. 
No concession has been received. There-

UNHAPPY PINKERTON GUARDS. 


Several of Them Arrested and Locked Up 
by Local Authorities at Albany. 

Atpany, N. ., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—The 
self-locked-out Central railroad employés are 
getting restive. Ten days have passed and 
the Central Railroad has shown that it can 
operate the road, though with much difficulty, 
without them. Small rows have been com- 
mon occurrences and assaults frequent. 
Freight has been moved out of West 
Albany in fairly good shape today, 
and some was received. Eight trains, 
averaging fifty-five cars each, were sent 
west and four of thirty-five cars each sent east. 
Five good-sized trains were received from the 
Boston and Albany railroad.’ In this city and 
at West Albany freight-trains are stoned and 
the Pinkerton guards assaulted, Bricks and 
stones were thrown from the windows of 
houses which line the track in places.

Wasuinctoy, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 


The lottery business got a black eye in the 


House today, and the blow that gave it was 
received almost without resistance. Repre- 
sentative Hayes of Iowa was the only friend 
of the lottery people who ventured to make 
any show of fight, and even he weakened after 
he had filed aminority report and weakly 
supported an amendment offered by himself 
for the purpose of destroying the most effect- 
ive portion of the bill. Hayes received some 
encouragement from the efforts of Crain and 
Rogers to amend the bill; but their umend- 
ments were satisfactory to the friends of the 
bill. Even Hayes, in deference to the over- 
whelming sentiment of the House, stepped 
aside in his argument to condemn lottery 
gambling. Mr. Rogers made a minority 
report in a former ¢ inst an anti- 
Lottery bill, and it is said to have been a 
great disappointment to the lottery attorneys 
that he did not assert his power of obstruction 
against the Caldwell bill. 

A gratifying surprise to the advocates of 
the measure was the bold and unequivocal 
stand taken in its behalf by Representatives 
Wilkinson and Price of Louisiana. The only 
other Louisiana Representative present also 
voted for it. The active and successful man- 
agement of the bill was in the hands of Mr. 
Hopkins (Ill.). Mr, Caldwell, who reported 
it from committee, Mr. Evans (Tenn.), and 
Mr. Cheadle (Ind.), as members of the Post- 
Office Committee, actively supported him, 
and Messrs. Butterworth and Grosvenor (O.), 
Hansbrough (N. D.), Blount (Ga.), and Moore 
(N. H.) made lively speeches in favor of sup- 
pressing lotteries. Nobody defended lotteries 
but Hayes of Iowa, who sought only to cripple 
the proposed legislation by vicious amend- 
ments. Chairman Bingham of the Post-Office 
Committee took no part in the proceedings. 
In fact, he left the chamber after listening to 
the debate for half an hour and did not return 
until a short time before the fate of the bill 
was decided. 

The opponents of the bill were so few or 80 


ashamed of their position that they did not 


venture to insist upon a vote by roll-call nor 
even by division, so the result was deter- 
mined by a viva voce vote and by sound 
less than half a dozen members voted “ no.“ 

Representative Hopkins has been in confer- 
ence with Senator Sawyer of the Post-Office 
Committee and is confident that a way will be 
found to bring the bill to a vote in the Senate 
before the close of the session, and both the 
Senator and Mr. Hopkins ‘think it will pase 
that body. 

The Discussion in the House, 


After a few minor matters had been dis- 
posed of ig the House this morning Mr. Can- 
non (III.), from the Committee on Rules, re- 
ported a resolution for the immediate considera- 
tion of the Anti-Lottery - bill, the previous 
question to be considered as ordered at 4:40 
o’clock this afternoon. 


Mx. Breckinridge (Ky.) put on record his 


opposition to a rule which fixed.a time for the 
previous question on the bill. He was in favor 
of the measure, but he thought that the House 


(and not the Committee on Rules) should de. | 


termine the duration of debate. 

The resolution was adopted and in conform- 
ity with its provisions the Anti-Lottery bill 
was taken up. 

Mr. Crain§g (Tex.) offered an amendment 
striking out the clause providing that the pub- 
lic advertisement of a lottery company, that 
remittances may be made to any other cor- 
poration or persons, shall be held so be an ac- 
knowledgment of the existence of a lottery 
agency. In supporting his amendment Mr. 
Crain said that the lottery scheme ought to be 
suppressed (if it was deserving of suppression ) 
in a legal and constitutional manner. The 
announcement of the fact by one individual that 
another was his agent (even without his 
knowledge) would deprive the latter person of 
his right to receive money, packages, or let- 
ters. The bill was radically defective in this 


respect. 

Mr. Hopkins (III.) opposed the amendment. 
The situation suggested by the gentleman 
from Texas could never arise. A lottery com- 
pany would never designate a person as its 
agent who would not be financially responsi- 
ble to it. Such a case was within the bounds 
of neither probability nor possibility. 

Subsequently Mr. Crain withdrew his 
amendment, 

Mr. Hayes (Iowa) offered an amendment 
striking out the clause providing that any per- 
son violating the provisions of the bill may 
be proceeded against either in the district at 
which the unlawful publication was mailed or 
to which it is carried by mail for delivery. 
Rejected. 

A Louisiana Man for the Bill. 

Mr. Wilkinson (La.), in supporting the 
measure, admitted the pollution which the 
Louisiana lottery had wrought upon his State, 
but attributed the birth of that pollution to the 
days of reconstruction. The people of Louis- 
iana looked with gladness to the time when 
lotteries would be prohibited in that State. 
But the revenues to the State had been too 
great to resist without a struggle. When the 
Louisiana Legislature met the very elements 
themselves had conspired to give the Louisiana 
Lottery company a charter. The floods had 
borne down from North and West. The lottery 
company could afford to pay for a new char- 
ter far better than the State of Louisiana 
could afford to accept lit. The price 
had not been accepted and he thanked 
God for it. All sense of honor and 
shame in his State was not dead. He had 
been asked how the lottery company had se- 
cured two-thirds of the Legislature in favor 
of submitting the question to a Legislature to 
be convened two years hence. Every solitary 
Republican member had voted in favor of 
that proposition. There had been other mem- 
bers who had thought it their duty to submit 
the matter to the people. That some mem- 
bers of the Legislature had been bought and 
sold, he had not the shadow of a doubt, but 
he believed that he could count those mem- 
bers on the fingers of one hand. He was as 
confident as he was that he stood here, that 
the lottery scheme would be overwhelmingly 
défeated, and that this blot upon the State of 
Louisiana would be wiped off the statute 
books. 

Mr. Evans (Tenn.), advocating the bill, 
dropped into statistics and stated that a the 
chance of a ticket holder in the Louisiana 
lottery to draw the capital prize was one in 
67,000. 

Mr. Hansbrough (N. D.) favored the bill, 
and in reference to the recent attempt to es- 
tablish a lottery in that State thanked God 
that his people had not yet reached that con- 
dition of poverty that they were willing to sell 
their honor and manhood. = ae

AN EXCEEDINGLY DANGEROUS CROSSING. |

Miss Maggie Jansen Caught : 


This was clearly demonstrated yesterday 
by the accident to Miss Maggie Jansen, aged 
18, No. 585 Fulton street. While in part re- 
sponsible for the accident, yet were it not for 
the bad arrangement of the tracks Miss Jan- 
sen would not have been injured. 

The young lady was coming down-town on 
a Randolph street car, and signaled the con- 
ductor to stop at the east side of La Salle 
street. The car stopped. A North Side grip- 
car was standing at the point preparatory to 
starting down into the tunnel. Miss Jansen 
alighted from the Randolph street car on the 
north side, between the grip and the Randolph 
street car. While the grip was not in m 
there was ample room, but once in motion, 
as it swung around the curve approaching the 
tunnel, the space between the two cars was 
reduced to less than four inches ata given 
point. She was caught between the two foot- 
boards and her legs badly crushed, the bones 
of one leg being mashed and the flesh lac- 
erated. Miss Jansen was taken to her home 
in a carriage furnished by the North Side 
company, and her injuries were attended to 
by the family physician. 

It may be argued that Miss Jansen should 
not have alighted on the north side of the 
Randolph street car, but it does not relieve 
the company from responsibility for a 
wretched piece of engineermg. Why the city 
authorities should permit the construction of 
tracks in such manner as to reduce the space 
between passing cars to four inches is a mat- 
ter for profitable investigation. fi 

A second accident occurred in the same 
vicinity yesterday. An old gentleman from 
the country alighted from a North Side car, 
and was knocked down by a Madison ‘street

two North Side crossings, yesterday: 
“Every thirty seconds during the day a car pas- 
ses over any crossings, and it takes close watch- 
ing to see that no accidents occur. I saw Miss 
Jansen get off the Randolph street car and 
step down between the two cars. The grip- 
man ought to have seen her, but I suppose he 
did not. When the grip swung around the 
curve she was caught between the two foot 
boards, and fell over on the grip. While she 
was not dangerously hurt, her injuries must 
have. been serious and painful. She came 
very near fainting before we could extricate 
her. The grips and the cars going east come 
too close together at this crossing, and it re- 
quires close work to prevent people from be- 
ing hurt. I also sawthe old man knocked 
down by the Madison street cable, but he was 
not hurt. The two cable roads, running north 
and south in opposite directions on La Salle 
street, make it decidedly dangerous. 

On the southwest and northwest corners of 
La Salle and Randolph streets are stationed 
two patrolmen, each of whom has but one 
crossing to watch, and they are kept busy. 
The crowding of teams, jostling of pedestrians, 
and the blockade of street-cars at times is 
positively menacing to life. At 4:30 yester- 
day afternoon a North Side grip “lost its 
grip’’ at the La Salle street curve and re- 
mained there twenty minutes, the cars being 
blocked all the way to Dearborn street. Sand- 
wiched among them was a number of West 
Side street-cars. Traffic was at a standstill 
until the arrival of a wrecking team from the 
North Side barns, when the disabled grip-car 
was hauled down through the tunnel and 
thence north. 

An inquest was held yesterday afternoon 
over the remains of Antone Schmoski, the boy 
who was fatally injured by a Milwaukee avenue 
cable-car the evening of Aug. 13. The boy 
died of his injuries Friday night. A jury was 
brought together at Nos. 113 West Division 
street. Only the witnesses for the railroad 
company—Conductors Dooley and O’Hara, 
and two gripmen—were examined. The street- 
railway company was represented by two at- 
torneys and a stenographer. After being out 
a short time the jury returned a verdict to the 
effect that the boy had met his death on a 
crowded cable-car belonging to the Chicago 
West Division railroad company, which 
jumped the track on Milwaukee avenue, be- 
tween Austin and Kinzie streets. 

Adolph Shade, a German bookkeeper about 
42 years old, in getting off a grip-car at Forty- 
sixth and State streets about 8 o’clock last 
evening was thrown violently to the ground.

ANENT THE CHOLERA SCARE, . 


Opinion of a Well-Known English Author- 
ity on the Dread Disease. 
[SPECTAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUN®.! 

Loxpox, Aug. 16.—In view of the spread of 
Asiatic cholera in cértain parts of Europe 
Tun [‘Rrpune correspondent called the other 
day on Dr. Norman Kerr, F. L. S., a well- 
known English authority on the terrible dis- 
ease. Having had the cholera himself, and 
having written extensively on the subject, Dr. 
Kerr is well qualified to give sound, practical 
advice. 

Let me entreat you,” he began, to cau- 
tion your readers, in the event of a visitation 
of cholera, against two things—panic and al- 
cohol. Many have died of cholera who had 
no business to have it, but were attacked sim- 
ply because they were afraid of takingit. As 
regards alcohol, it is not only a potent pro- 
vocative of cholera when that disease is about, 
but it is a most unreliable and unsafe rem- 


edy.”’ 
a What precautions would you advise, doc- 


The chief prbaution is to go about one's 
ordinary business without fear. Avoid, as I 
said, ull intoxicating drinks, also unripe or 
overripe fruit, and such articles of food as 
from past experience the individual knows is 
apt te disagree with him. There should be 
moderation in eating and drinking, with meals 
as regular as possible, and then eat. slowly. 
There should be strict. attention to clean 
linens, with fresh air, exercise, and observance 
of all hygienic rules. These are practical 
precautions.“ 

„But suppose one gets cholera in spite of 
these precautions, what treatment should be 
followed?” 

‘Summon a doctor as soon as possible, and 
while waiting for his arrival take some ordi- 
nary colic mixture, with milk which has been 
scalded, or limewater and milk and cold or 
hot water, whichever is most grateful to the 
individual. Take no brandy or other intoxi- 
cant, as its effect might be to mask the chol- 
eraic symptoms and thus favor the 
lethal course of the disease. If 
there is reason to believe some 
thing has been taken which has 
set up an irritation, an emetic or dose of 
castor oil might precede any other medicine. 
If in pain go to bed at once and have external 
applications, hot water bottles, or li 
poultices, with an infusion of poppies or lau- 
danum. If struck down 1 go to bed, 
cover up with plenty of clothing, have a warm 
drink, and get into a free perspiration. The 
doctor can alone be the judge of ‘the special 
medical treatment.”’ 

Is it true that persons in robust health are 
more likely than others to fall victims to chol-

I do not think so. Past experience has 
convinced me that the intemperate are most 
likely to be attacked by cholera and least like- 
ly to recover. After the intemperate those 
who have a nervous dread of disease.“ 

What are the premonitory symptoms of 
cholera?”’ 

Pains and vomiting, followed by prostra- 
tion, cramps, and collapse. Occasionally the 

patient is struck down with cramps and col- 
apse, with no premonitory symptoms.“ 

What is the general percentage of recov- 
eries?”’ 

“T cannot formulate a definite percentage 
as recoveries vary in different localities. i 
am, however, of the opinion that cholera is 
becoming less fatal with every epidemic. All 
who are brought in contact with persons suf- 
fering from suspicious symptoms should avoid 
attending such persons on an empty stomach. 
I used to find a plain biscuit in my pocket an- 
swered the purpose.“ 

Finally, do you believe, as has been main- 
tained, that the recent epidemic of the grip 
will be followed by cholera, and that we are 
now on the eve of that fearful scourge ?”’ 

IT see no reason to believe that an epidemic 
of cholera must necessarily follow ‘la grippe,’ 
although such has frequently been the case. 
In all events let us be prepared but not afraid.’

Will of the Late Duke of Manchester—In 
the Theatrical World. 
(SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE]. 
Lonpow, Aug. 16.—The will of the late Duke 
of Manchester,which has just been made pub- 
lic, is a hard and fast document. Neither his 
heir nor his widow is allowed much rope. 


The present Duke, better known in America 


ar Lord Mandeville, is bequeathed a third 
share for life so long as he does not go bank- 
rupt again or seek to alienate or anticipate 
his share. This protects him against credit- 
ors and money-lenders for the term of his nat- 
ural life. The trustees have immense discre- 
tionary powers. Should the trust of the will 
fail through any act of the present 
Duke they have power to carry 
out the intentions of the testator 
and still give the Duke his allowance of a 
third share. This mode of defeating the son’s 
uncertain behavior is termed a contingent de- 
terminable discretionary clause, and is of a 
piece with the morality of the British upper 
ten. The present young Duchess of Manches- 
ter, who was Miss Yznaga, is not mentioned 
in the late Duke’s will. and her son, who is the 
present. Viscount Mandeville, is not referred 
to by name but as a possible heir. The widow 
Duchess has her share for life only so long as 
she remains a widow, but in spite of this it is 
not likely the dowager Duchess will forego her 
marriage with Lord Hartington, which is def- 
Mitely fixed for next April. 

The American doctors who went to the 
Berlin conference were filtering homeward 
through London this week. Of the 622 Amer- 
icans present at the conference 600 are disap- 
pointed because they were not invited to the 
royal garden party at Potsdam, and are say- 
ing some severe things about Minister Phelps’ 
procuring invitations for only twenty dele- 
gates without inviting others.

THE POTATO BLIGHT IN IRELAND. 


It Threatens to Become a National Calam- 
ity—Measures for Relief. 

Lonpon, Aug. 16.—The rapid spread of the 
potato blight in Ireland is arousing the grav- 
est apprehensions, as it now threatens to as- 
sume the proportions of a great national ca- 
lamity and be followed by famine. The rav- 
ages of the scourge extend from Donegal to 
Cork, affecting chiefly the western and south- 
ern counties. The Balfour reports state that 
the Poor-law administration is able to meet 
the distress. The Dublin executive, however, 
proposes to assist in the organization of local 
relief committees and also to give the desti- 
tute inhabitants of the stricken districts.work 
at building new railways, trams, drainage 
works, and harbor improvements. Before the 
House reconvenes the Government will be 
committed to large expenditures forthe ac- 
count of these relief works. The ultimate ef- 
fect of this visitation on the political future is 
likely to prove the silver lining to the cloud, 
as it is likely to modify the Government's pur- 
chases from landlords and give a new impetus 
to the cause of home rule,

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GOING TO VISIT THE CZAR. 


EMPEROR WILLIAM’S COMING MEET- 
ING WITH THE RUSSIAN AUTOCRAT, 


Upon the Outcome of This Conference De- 
pends, in a Large Measure, the Con- 
. tinued Peace of Europe—Russia Acting 
in Concert with France—Why the Laws 
Against the Jews Will Not Be Strictly 
Enforced—Gossip from the German 
Capital, 
[Copyright 1890 by the New York Associated Press.] 
Buntax, Aug. 16.—The German ironclad 
Irene and the imperial yacht Hohenzollern 
were sighted of Memel this morning. They 
stopped for Emperor William’s dispatches 
and then proceeded northward for Reval, 
where they are timed to arrive early tomorrow. 
A Russian squadron, consisting of eighteen 
vessels, under the command of the Grand 
Duke Alexis, will fire a salute upon the arrival 
of the German vessels. The Grand Duke 
Vladimir will receive the Emperor upon land- 
ing, and the regiment of St. Petersburg grena- 
diers, of which the Kaiser is honorary colonel, 
will form a guard of honor. The Emperor's 
stay at Reval will be brief. The Czar desired 
that the Emperor should go straight to St. 
Petersburg, instead of landing at a place 
where the German sentiment continues strong. 
The Kaiser was not leftin ignorance of the 
Czar’s wishes, but having expressed his 


‘determination to see Reval, in which town he 


was interested, he declined to alter his route. 
Gen. von Schweinitz gave an interview to a 
number of German residents who were desir- 
ous of presenting an address to the Emperor. 
It was arranged that the Emperor would re- 


ceive representatives of the German colony, 


but any address beyond a formal greeting has 
been tabooed in deference to Russian jealous- 
ies. Ifthe Empress had avcompanied the 
Emperor to St. Petersburg there would have 
been a selected reception, The Czarina treat- 
ed the suggested visit of the Empress with 
such indifference that Gen. von Schweinitz 
was advised to abandon the idea. 

At noon the Emperor will start for Narva. 
That city is already decorated with flags and 
garlands. Triumphal arches have also been 
erected. A villa belongingto M. Polowheff, 
a wealthy land-owner and large manufacturer, 
has been placed at the disposal of the Czaf, 
and will be the scene of a meeting whien 18 
destined to become historic. A host of Rus- 
sian police will guard the approaches to the 
villa, and they will be assisted by fifty German 
police who left here Thursday. Public 
traffic on the railway connecting Narva with 
St. Petersburg has been suspended, and the 
line will be used solely for official business 
during the coming week. The road has been 
thoroughly inspected anda watch has been 
set along the line. A few newspaper-men 
have obtained permits under conditions 
which will subject their reports to a strict 
censorship. M. de Giers arrived at St. Peters- 
burg today from his summer residence in 
Finland and will proceed to Narva, where the 
military maneuvers begin Monday next. The 


‘imperial conferences, at which Chancellor von 


Caprivi and M.de Giers will be present, are 
expected to last over three days. If the Em- 
peror fails to persuade the Czar toward a per-

Russia and the Jews. 


Baron von Mohrenheim was the medium of 
the representations against the persecution of 
the Jews; which led to the abandonment of the 
application of the ukases. The relations of 
the leading Jewish financial houses in Ger- 
many and Austria towards the Russian Gov- 
ernment are such as to render the success of a 
remonstance improbable, Jewish firms in 
Paris influenced the French Government to 
operate upon the Russian authorities. Even 
the advice of the French might not have 
availed unless it had been backed by an inti- 
mation thatthe Jew bankers in Paris would 
join the German and English financial combi- 
nation against Russian stocks, The Roth- 
schild’s took the initiative in the protest and 
followed it up with subsequent energetic ac- 
tion till the assurance was obtained that the 
existing condition of the Russian Jews would 
not be made worse. 

To Restrain the Socialists. 

Herr Herrfurth, Minister of the Interior, 
has sent a circular to the authorities relative 
to the measures to be adopted to restrain the 
Socialist propaganda on the expiration of the 
special law against the Socialists. The circu- 
lar directs a severe B of the ordinary 
laws against them. The police must not hesi- 
tate to dissolve meetings at which seditious 
speeches are made, or to suppress doubtful 
associations, The Volksblatt, commenting on 
the circular, says: If the law of oppression 
disappears the policy of repression continues.“ 

The progressist papers regret the issuing of 
the circulars as a practical renewal of the 
special measures against the Socialists. The 
scheme to reorganize the Socialist party 
meets with hostile criticism from several of 
the party organs. The prospect that the 
coming congress will end in a rupture in the 
ranks of the party increases, 

Herr Ritter, a free Conservative of the 
Lower House of the Prussian Diet, in a speech 
at Waldenburg today, said that from personal 
observation in the State Council he had the 
highest appreciation of the personality of the 
Emperor. No German devoted himself so 
exclusively, with every fiber of his 
being, and all the warmth of his 
heart, to further the national welfare. 
The conciliatory power of the Emperor was 
modifyin the demande of the workingmen. 
The world of labor was beginning once again 
to bow to the sacredness of the law. The Em- 
peror grasped what was justifiable in the 
workmen’s demands and protected and up- 
held them. This the workingmen themselves 
recognized, and became willing to codperate 
with the Government to give Germany per- 
manent internal peace, e speech will draw 
the attention of the whole country.

TO CONTROL THE COFFEE BUSINESS, 


How the New Brazilian Syndicate Proposes 
to Operate, 

Bautrmore, Md., Aug. 16.—[Special.]}— 

When the report was first circulated that a 

great coffee syndicate, with a capital of $5,Q00,- 


000, had been formed, the large Baltimore im- 


porters would not believe i Today, however, 
E. Levering & Co., Hoffman, Lee & 
Co., and C. Morton Stewart & Co., the 
three largest importing firms in this city, 
received by cable a confirmation of the 
story from their agents in Rio. The cable- 
grams also stated that no Americans were in 
the syndicate, which included every Brazilian 
planter. Mr. Stewart said one of the main 
objects of the syndicate was to resist the 
great influence which Americans had 
gained over Brazilian planters. He thinks 
the power of the syndicate will cause a 
rise in the coffee market until about 
the beginning of 1891, when there will be a 
permanent downward tendency. The syndic- 
ate will be able to buy when coffee is cheap, 
and having so much wealth at command can 
hold off until it is dear, when they can do as 
they please. The general agency in 
the United States for the syndic- 
ate has been offered to the firm 
of W. H. Crossman & Bro. of New York be- 
cause of its consistency as a protector of cof- 
fee against raids and combinations of op- 
erators for adecline. The New York firm has 
informed the trading community generally 
that there was a substantial reason for a con- 
siderable advance in the level of prices for 
some years. 

It is stated that the syndicate began its op- 
erations at Rio and Santos yesterday. W. H. 
Crossman & Bro. are perhaps the largest 
coffee dealers in the world. They handle 
600,000 bags a year of the Brazilian product. 
The American coffee merchants have for 
years controlled the markets, and the syndic- 
ate is determined to change the order of 
things. 


Several locakdealers have been advised by their 
Eastern agents that a coffee syndicate has been 
formed, but they do not anticipate any trouble 
from that source. They seem to think that the 
amount invested is entirely too small to control 
the coffee market. Said one of the coffee men 
yesterday: “I think the report is rather an ex- 
travagant one, although we have been advised of 
it since day before yesterday. In the first 
place, no syndicate with a capital of 
only $5,000,000 could even make an attempt 
to control the market. The Brazil crop alone 
this season is estimated at 5,350,000 bags, and that 
is about one-half the crop of the world. Five 
million dollars would control about 200,000 bags, 
and you sce that such a small amount would have 
but little effect on 10,000,000 bags.”’ 

Another said; Yes, I have heard of this move, 
but don't think there is much in it. You cannot 
do much dealing in coffee for $5,000,000, and any 
talk of controlling the market would be out of 
the question. I should think it would take at 
least $25,000,000 to do anything of the kind.“

The ball missed the boy, but struck a 
man named John McCarthy, who was in his 
own yard, in the leg. Instantly the other 
Pinkertons, who lined the track, opened fire 
on the inoffensive crowd near the station. 
The place suddenly swarmed with strikers, 
but almost as quickly a squad of blue-coated 
policemen came up onarun, The crowd was 
kept back with difficulty. Chief of Police 
Willard ordered the arrest of five Pinkefton 
men. All were locked up, and telegrams 


were sent out to intercept the train and arrest 
the man who fired the shot.

FOOD GOING UP IN PRICE. 


A Pronounced Advance This Year Over the 
Year of 1889. 

It is a well-known physical fact to many a 
housekeeper that whenever the landlord makes 
any change in the rent that it is always to in- 
crease it. Rents don’t go down, that’s a sure 
thing. There is a clever little story by a French 
novelist about a landlord who reduced rent 
once uponatime andhe was near to being 


committed for a lunatic. But, whatever 
may be the increase in rent 
and the clothing for the children, 


and the growth of incidentals like music les- 
sons for Gwendo:in and drawing for Louise, 
still one did hope that in a city like Chicago 
there wouldn't be much difference in the 
price of victuals, taking one year with another. 

Those who know say that there is a differ- 
ence in the cost of food last year and this of 
50 per cent. Meat, of course, couldn’t go 
much higher. It scraped the ceiling last year 
when Senator Vest was here and wan the 
og ox: of afew minutes’ conversation with 
Mr. P. D. Armour on the subject of beef mo- 
nopolies. Mr. Armour didn’t oblige and Sen- 
ator Vest couldn't make him. 

But potatoes have gone soaring. They are 
nearly expensive enough now to be classed 
with dessert and come at the same stage of 
the game as the thimbleful of black coffee. 
They are costly enough now to make the land- 
lady scowl at the boarder who takes potatoes 
twice. Last year the price for pommes de 
terre, as they call them in the country, was 
from 25 cents to 28 cents a bushel. This year 
they are quoted at $1.05 to $1.15. There’s a 
nice, comfortable rise in prices. A roundsil- 
ver dollar would buy four bushels a year ago. 
This year it just misses buying one bushel. 

Apples, which are nearly as staple an article 
| of diet, have just doubled in price. They were 
$1 per barrel last year. This year the cheapest 
is $2 a barrel. Onions have risen higher than 
apples, though there are people who could get 

ong without onions forever, but who would 
think themselves hardly dealt with if they got 
no more apples. Last year onions were 
quoted at from $1 to $1.50 per barrel. This 
year they bring from $3.25 to $3.75. Cabbages 
in 1889 were $2.25 per 100; now they are from 
$5 to $7. 

Peaches have gone up 50 per cent, blackber- 
ries are $1 now where they were 60 cents last 
year, and all canned fruits are from 25 to 100 
per cent higher. Turnips, beans, butter, 
cheese, and dried fruits are only a little more 
expensive, with the exception of dried apples, 
which are three times as expensive as last 
year.

PECULIAR REAL-ESTATE DEALS, 


An Alleged Swindle Which Will Be Settled 
in the Courts. 

An allged real-estate swindle on a large 
scale is described in a bill filed in the Circuit 
Court yesterday by Ludwig Strenitz against 
Phillip Kastler, A. G. Dutton, George L. 
Kaiser, William Trimble, William H. Eberle, 
William M. Derby, D. S. Place, and the West 
Chicago Improvement company. 

Aug. 7, 1888, complainant says he and sev- 
eral other associates organized the West Chi- 
cago Improvement company with a capital 
stock of $150,000. The object of the company 
was to purchase acre property and subdivide 
it. Bauman, Mayer, and Kaiser reported that 
they could purchase certain blocks in William 
M. Derby’s subdivision of the northwest 
quarter of the northwest quarter of Sec. 
15, 39, 18 from Derby for $150,000, This was 
done and the land subdivided into three hun- 
dred and twelve lots. A trust deed was exe- 
cuted to Derby and his wife and Trimble. The 
capital stock of the company was divided into 
1,500 shares of $100 each, and the present total 
collections on assessments amount to. $54,120. 
Out of this sum Derby has been paid $85,000, 
leaving due him $115,000, 

About 246 lots have been sold at an aggre- 
rice of $150,896, and there are sixty-six lots 
eft for distribution among the members of 

the compauy. Instead of the purchase price 
from Derby being $150,000, it is charged that 
the actual price was only $104,000, and 
that the arrangement was the result of 
a collusion between, Derby, Bauman, 
Mayer, Kaiser, and others. The remaining 
yroperty is said by complainant to be worth 
150,000, and he claims that a secret combina- 
tion has been formed between Philip Kastler, 
the President; A. G. Dutton, Secretary; 
George L. Kaiser, Treasurer; William 


Eberle, a director of the company; 
and also Trimble and Derby, 
by which they intend to sell the 


remaining lots to D. S. Place for only $98,000. 
Jt is claimed that out of $66,630 collected the 
officers have helped themselves and have mis- 
appropriated funds, and that a large shortage 
in the treasury exists. 

The court is asked to credit complainant 
and his associates with $46,000, the difference 
between the actual and —— price; to 
restrain any disposition of the sixty-six lots to 
Place; to compel an accounting; and to ap- 
point a receiver for the company. 


HAYNER WANTED IN CHICAGO, 


Reports Say That He Has Been Arrested in 
Kentucky. 

Frank Hayner, alias Wilson, who has been 
arrested near Morgansfield, Ky., on a requisi- 
tion from the Governor of Illinois, according 
to a Louisville, Ky., dispatch, is wanted in 
Chicago for forgery. He was employed by 
Charles Peckham & Co., insurance adjusters, 
as a solicitor. Mr. Peckham had known Hay- 
ner in Brooklyn, where he has respectable rela- 
tives.

The Western Union does the work of sending 
the same. Ullman received word from the 
two correspondents and the telegraph com- 

any that, first, the reports would cost him 

100 a day; and, second, the telegraph rate 
would be increased to full rates. The pool- 
seller had nothing else to do but close. 

He said yesterday that he had itive in- 
formation that every pool-seller in Chicago 
that had been closed by Corrigan signed a 
joint petition to Gardner and Darrell inform- 
ing them that the pool-rooms had been closed 
through the action of the Kansas City horse- 
man, and uesting them to refuse to supply 
his track with information. The appeal evi- 
dently did its work effectually.

AN OAK PARK AGITATION, 


Threatened Boycott of the Northwestern 
Railroad Over Fence Building. 

Like the good people of Lawndale, the citi- 
zens of Oak Park are also agitated over the 
railroad fence question. They have been agi- 
tated for some time. They have even worked 
themselves into a perspiration and threaten to 
boycott the Northwestern railway in the inter- 
est of the Wisconsin Central. 

The difficulty had its origin when the com- 
pany started to erect femces on each side of its 
tracks. The local police force was ordered 
out and the company was driven ingloriously 


from the field. It had to abandon the fence 


business and devote its energies to operating 
the road. But the officials of the road, ac- 
cording to current rumor, adopted a plan to 
get even with the aspiring citizens of the aris- 
tocratic West Side suburb. For a long time 
Oak Park has wanted a new depot. 
They were ashamed of the old one. They 
petitioned the company fervently and often. 
The company listened attentively, but said 
little and did less. Now, it is alleged, it 
is going to build the new depot, but not at 
Oak Park. It will be erected at Harlem, an 
ainbitious village just west of Oak Park. 
This is the cause of the present agitation and 
threatened boycott. The whole town declares 
it will. organize into a boycotting army and 

atronize the Wisconsin exclusively. The 

atter road is doing the laughing and the 
Northwestern road hesitates, with a big inter- 
rogation point attached to its index finger, 
the translation of which might be: Do they 
mean it?“ 

Thus far the Santa Fé, the Wabash, Grand 
Trunk, and Nickel Plate railroads have not 
constrncted fences along their right of way 
through the city limits as required by the or- 
dinance. The Alton does not propose to build 
any, because it does not want to run its trains 
over ten miles an hour within the city limits. 
The officials state that they are waiting to 
adopt a plan for elevating their tracks as the 

Jhicago, Madison, and Northern, which is 
now building parallel with it, is doing. The 
Alton officials say that they will be grateful 
for reports of names of engineers in their em- 

loy, or the number of the engines, that may 
run faster than the ordinance permits.

COMPLETION OF THE POPULATION COUNT. 


How the Work Was Accomplished in the 
Census Office at Washington. 

Wasniveron, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special. ]— 
The chiefs of the population division of the 
Census Office celebrated the completion of the 
count of the population of the United States 
by a dinner at Glen-Echo,“ a suburban re- 
sort, tonight. Superintendent Porter, in ex- 
pressing his congratulations upon the rapid 
and aecurate completion of this great work, 
said: 

„For the first time in the history of the 
world the count of the poputation of a great 
nation has been made by the aid of electricity. 
The numbers of names on every one of 15,000,- 
000 schedules hat been registered twice by the 
nimble and expert fingers of the counters, 
and the 64,000,000 people have marched, as it 
were, under the vision of the young men and 
women who have done such remarkable work 
with such extraordinary rapidity and precision. 

“In June the bianks were distributed 
throughout the country; in July and August 
they were back in the Census Office, counted 
twice, and ready for the next statistical treat- 
ment. Allowing for the time spent in teach- 
ing and in fitting up the machines, the count 
proper was not commenced before July 1. 
We have actually counted 128,000,000 in six 
weeks, or the entire population of 64,000,000 
twice. Beginning with two and three thousand 
families, or 10,000 and 15,000 persons per day, 
the operatives progressed in dexterity until 
last Thursday no less than forty-three clerks 
counted over 10,000families, or 50,000 persons 
each, one young lady reaching the astonishing 
total of 16,071 families, or about 80,000 persons. 
On that day not only the highest averages 
were reached, but the greatest number count- 
ed. The reports show 1,342,318 families, or 
6,701,590 persons. 

This represents an average of 8,135 fami- 
lies, of 40,675 persons, perclerk. The average 
number counted by the women clerks was 
9,590 families, or 47,950 persons, and by the 
men clerks 6,587 families, or 32,985 persons. 
Thus it will be seen that the women averaged 
nearly one-half more than the men. 

**These facts, and indeed the record of the 
entire six weeks, show that women are better 
adapted for this particular work than men. 
They are more exact in touch, more expedi- 
tious in handling the schedules, more at home 
in adjusting the delicate mechanism of the 
machine, and apparently more ambitious to 
make a good record. 

“* Estimating the population of the civilized 
world at 650,000,000, we could count it in 100 
days; while the bright young women and 
sturdy young men of our population division 
could run through the entire population of the 
earth, which, including Asiatic and savages, is 
estimated at 1,300,000,000,in less than 200 
days; providing places could be found to 
store the schedules.”’ 

The population of the City of Leaveriworth, 
Kas., as announced by the Census Bureau, is 
20,250, which is an incréase of 3,704, or 32.29 
per cent. 

Provipence, R. I., Aug. 16.—[Special. ]— 
The population cf Rhode Island, as given by 
the Supervisor of the Census, is 344,087; a gain 
of 67,556 in ten years. The Supervisor gave 
the population of Providence as 131,749, but 
the official report from Washington places it at 
132,043, which would increase the population 
of the State to 344,381. 


UNION OF THE ANGLICAN CHURCH. 


Important Action by the Conference at 
Winnipeg. ; 

MiNa, Man., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
Hitherto the Anglican Church in Canada has 
been divided into three provinces—one cov- 
ering British Columbia, another known as 
Rupert’s Land, stretching from Hudson’s 
Bay to the Rocky Mountains, and the third 
embracing the territory occupied by the five 
older civil provinces of Canada. For the last 
two days a conference attended by dele 
gates from every diocese in Canada has been 
in progress here, and this evening a basis of 
union for the three branckes of the church 
was arrived at. The present provinces with 
their triennial synods will not be interfered 
with but there shall be a general synod for 
the whole Dominion every five years to be 
presided over by a primate to be elected by 
the Bishops from among the metropolitans of 
the various provinces. The general synod 
will have within its jurisdiction matters of 
doctrine, worship, and discipline, missionary 
and educational work, the training of cand- 
idates for holy orders, the erection and divis- 
ion of dioceses, and kindred matters of general 
interest. 

The synod of Rupert's Land now in session 
here has ratified the agreement and the con- 
solidation of the Anglican Church in Canada 
is How assured. 


CATTLE IN NEVADA SNOW-STORMS, 


— 


The Losses Suffered Last Winter Just Be- 
ing Ascertained., 

Carson, Nev., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—The 
loss of cattle in Nevada by the hard winter 
has just been realized. T. B. Rickey, the 
largest cattle-owner in the State, says: We 
lost at least 30,000 head of cattle in Humboldt 
County. In one ravine heaps of cattle for 
three miles were — up, as many as 300 to 
400 in a bunch. A herd which sought shelter 
from the storm was covered up with snow 
and died. Another herd suffered the same 
fate. The snow drifted over them piled thirty 
feet deep.“

day. The newspapers and many business 
firms were ihterested and gave han Isome 
prizes to be awarded when the contests were 
decided. Tun Tripunz prize, a silver pitcher 
suitdbly engraved, was chosen by the com- 
mittee as the award for the victorious yacht 
of the first class. 
Ingleside, with its handsome gardens that 
start at the water’s edge and reach to the door- 
steps of the cottages, was the objective point 
yesterday of every steam and sail craft on the 
lake, bearing. thither great burdens of 
humanity clad in bright yachting and out- 
ing costumes. The ladies were in the 
great majority, and the cottages of the sum- 
mer sojourners were thrown wide open to 
them and their escorts. There was an abso- 
lute absence of any element of gain in con- 
nection with the regatta. The entrance money 
of the contestants was no sooner received 
than the managers split it up into prizes for 
those who made a fair showing in the races 
and yet failed to get first place. 

Every personin the great throng, friend 

and stranger alike, was dined by the hosts of 

the occasion, a task of no little magnitude. 

The young ladies of Ingleside sat up all 

night Friday to paint the red, white, and blue 

badge of silk in letters of gold. Everybody 
had one pinned to his coat, and preserved it at 
the close of the day as a memento.

A Crowd Around the Prizes. 

A great glass case containing the prizes 
stood just outside the home of Ald. Lyke and 
D. S. Daly, and round it surged a crowd until 
the hour for starting the races arrived. Then 
the judges, Egerton Adams, George Lomax, 
and George Catlin, got aboard the Caprice, 
a little steam launch owned by Mr. Lomax, 
and steamed out upon the course set for the 
races of the yachts in the first and second 
classes, adivision made by length. The course 
was the same for both, and as the distance was 
a surmise the time taken was practically 
valueless as a matter of record, 

The entries and time allowance in the race 
for Tue Trisune’s cup were: Ida Belle, 
scratch; Frolic, 3m. 589 sec.; Hornet, 1 m.

RESIDENTS OF THE TOWN OF LAKE 
LOUD IN THEIR COMPLAINTS, 


Their Water Supply Is Shut Off the Greater 
Part of the Day—They Attribute the 
Drought to the Immense Amount Used 
by the Stock- Yards—City Officials Taking 
No Steps to Remedy the Evil—A Petition 
to the Mayor. 


No wonder the people of the west end of the 
Town of Lake within the City of Chicago 
„kick“ against the city authorities. They 
have good reason to kick.“ The way they 
have been treated in the matter of water sup- 
ply would justify rebellion. It will certainly 
justify a general strike against the payment of 
water taxes. If Mayor OCregier or 
Commissioner Purdy or Fire Marshal 
Swenie visits that portion of the city 
during the summer months he should carry a 
strong bodyguard ot Chief Marsh’s best. The 
two first-named officials have not been un- 
fairly blamed for the present condition of af- 
fairs in the district. The people of the dis- 
trict have complained. They have held in- 
dignation meetings. Their representatives in 
the City Council have introduced order after 
order, which have been passed, requesting the 
Commissioner to remedy the evils complained 
of. The Commissioner has slept on in bliss- 
ful ignorance of the order. He., has done 
nothing. Delegations have been sent to the 
Mayor, and he has promised much but has 
done nothing. 

A committee of the leadmg residents met 
yesterday afternoon at Masquelet’s drug store 
at Ashland avenue and Forty-seventh street. 
There were present James J. O’Tvole, who 
represents the district in the Legislature, 
Supervisor Bergen, Sam Lederer, a leading 
German property-owner, J. W. Farley, J. J. 
Murdoch, Dr. T. J. Sullivan, and Henry Will- 
mott. They denounced the city Administra- 
tion in various degrees of emphasis: 

„Talk about water supply,“ said Dr. Masque- 
let, why we have no water supply. You can 
go to any store for blocks along this street 
until you reach Thirty-ninth and you cannot 
get a cup of water. Why, we have not suffi- 
cient to wash the ice. The water is not run- 
ning even in our basements,”’ 

„Les, and over three, where they are wash- 
ing hogs and scouring cattle,’ said Mr. Mur- 
doch, pointing to the ess ** they 
have water to spare. They waste water. Our 
children thirst for it, but can’t get it. It is 
truly pitiable.” 

” it is outrageous!“ said Mr. Lederer, we 
pay taxes as well as those packers. We can’t 
get any until they are through with it. The 
only time the water flows even on the first 
floors is between 12 o’clock at night and 5 
o’clock in the morning. After working hard 
all day long we have to get up and ‘collect’ 
the water. Our wives or our children have to 
get up and do it. The water we get then is 
that which has rested in the pipes for some 
time. It- is impregnated with sand and is 
nearly tepid. But we are glad to get even 
that. We hoard it up for the following day. 

Do you see that flre-hydrant?“ pointing to 
one at the street corner. Well, that is open 
just now. You see not a drop flows. What 
would happen in case of a fire? Why, this 
whole region, mostly frame buildings, would 
be swept clear by the flames. Our insurance 
rates now are abnormally high.“ 


It Produces Disease. 


„ But,” said Dr. Masquelet, the thirst is 
not the worst. Disease comes of dearth of 
water. Typhoid-fever is prevalent in the dis- 
trict. It could not well be otherwise. There 
is not a drop of water for our closets and the 
sewer-gas has crept into our houses. Our 
children are thirsty, our people are dying. 
public servants are callous.”’ 

The other members of the committee made 
similar complaints. “The remonstrance 
which we have addressed to the city authori- 
ties, they said, states that if the pumps at 
the packing houses were allowed to rest dur- 
ing the noon hour, which they could be with- 
out inconvenience, the people here would get 
some relief. Well, do you know, no attention 
has been paid to this remonstrance. Purdy 
has not waked up to read it yet, Cregier is too 
busy with Corrigan.” 

And then the members again began to ex- 
press their individual grievances: ‘ At night 
we let the water flow from the fire plug. The 
place all around is jammed with men and 
women bearing pails come to fetch water. 
Do you see those pools over yonder? Well, 
those pools are made to collect water for 
washing purposes. It has to be boiled over 
several times to allow it to settle—to allow 
the filth to get to the bottom, Then it is re- 
moved to another vessel. These are the 
facts.“ 

But how,“ it was asked, do the packers 
get water for their purposes while you are 
without any!“ 

They get it from the same mains to be 
sure. But they have big Keely suction pumps 
at all those packing houses. Those pumps 
suck away the water from our mains. They 
keep at it until long in the night. They give 
us nochance. The city authorities give us no 
protection against their greed. They ignore 
our complaints. They laugh us to scorn.“ 

Investigation made in the vicinity and along 
Forty-seventh street west of Halsted, along 
Ashland avenue to Thirty-ninth street, corrob- 
orated every complaint made. No water to 
drink. No water for cooki purposes. No 
water for washing purposes during seventeen 
out of the twenty-four hours of the day. At 
the same time a lafish waste of water at the 
packing-houses. 


Serve Pop with Whisky. 


The saloonkeepers along Ashland avenue, and 
they are numerous, serve pop with whisky. 
They have not water enough to wash the saw- 
dust off the ice. The physicians in the vicinity 
do a good business. The sewers are stagnant 
the sewer-gas poisonsthe atmosphere. J ust 


there isa saloon witha large trough into 
which clear lake water w&s flowing through a 
hose. There was plenty of it. It was being 
The quantity wasted would have sup- 
plied a hundred families at the other side. 

Has it never occurred to the city authori- 
ties to connect the old city mains with the 
Town of Lake mains along Ashland avenue? 

“The city people were requested to do 
that,” said a committee man. They paid 
no attention to our suggestions. The packing- 
houses could be supphed with water from 
the city. That would give us relief. It would 
dneonvenience the old city residents for a few 
hours of the day, but I think they would be 
willing to put up with a little inconvenience to 
relieve us from our misery.” : 

The sapient officials at the City-Hall say 
that it is all the fault of the pipes. That 16 
nonsense and subterfuge. The packing-houses 
fret all they want through those pipes. It is 

k of intelligent management, The 
stupidity of Mr. Purdy, the incapacity 
of Mr. Cregier, the gross ignorance 
of the city officials are to blame. Relief could 
be given in two days by a resort to intelligent 
methods, by forcing the packing-houses to 
close down their pumps for a brief peried, or, 
better still, by connecting the packing region 
with the city mains. ‘ 

Ald. Gahan and Ald, Kenny have both sug- 
gested those modes of rehef to Mr. Purdy and 
to Mayor Cregier. The suggestions were not 
acted on. About two months ago the Stock- 
Yards company proposed to establish an 
independent water supply for the pack- 
ing-houses and. manufacturing establish- 
ments. The ordinance authorizing this 
was referred to the Finance Committe. 
The Finance Committee referred it to Cre- 
pier: Purdy, and Onahan. It has been pigeon- 

oled. The Council appropriated $250,000 for 
a new water main for Lake two months ago. 
The main will not be finished for a year at the 
present rate of progress. 

In the meantime the western section of 
Lake suffers all the miseries of a water famine. 
It is threatened with all the horrors of an epi- 
demic. The condition of the people is truly 
pitiable. Public opinion in the city should in- 
sist on immediate relief.

The Outlook for Grain Freights by Lake—

but carriers held to 1% cents and wanted 
more, while the regular line boats 
went out light at the opening of the week rather 
than touch corn at less than 1% cents. One boat 
yesterday loaded corn for Collingwood at 1% 
cents, which was an advance, temporarily at least, 
of % of a cent. There was but little free tonnage 
on the market, but it seemed to be equal to the 
demand. Some owners expressed their determi- 
nation to send their boats out light rather than 
accept the ruling rates. 

Both shippers and carriers are uncertain as to 
the immediate future, but the prevailing opinion 
is that freights must soon advance. The new 
crops will be forwarded here, and, as what comes 
in must at some time go out, there ought to be 
plenty to do for vessels * A manager 
of one of the regular lines expressed 
the belief yesterday that within the next week or 
10 days wheat to Buffalo would command 2 cents. 
Per contra to this hopeful view is the dera- 
tion that on the first of next month the contract 
boats will be set free and join the of w 
carriers. What effect this will have in keeping 
down rates is as * problematical, though it is 
positively claimed that many if not most of those 
added boats will tie up, preferring that alterna- 
tive to carrying grain at the present figures. 

There is one move which goes into operation to- 
morrow that ought to strengthen and advance 
freights, but that it will do so is a question. Some 
time ago the managers of the several lines mak- 
ing through rates by water and rail from here 
to the East had a meeting in 0 
and after a full interchange of views appointed a 
committee to meet in this city a few — later, 
and finally act upon the matter of an advance in 
freights. That commi consisted of the gen- 
eral managers here of the Vermont Central, the 
Great Western, and the Grand Trunk lines. The 
committee met and decided that on and after Aug. 
18 the rates on corn to New England points should. 
be 10 cents instead of 9'4 cents—an advance of 
three-quarters of a cent a bushel, It was thought 
and expected by the committee at the time that 
its action would stimulate other carriers to 
hold out for 1 rates, but so far noth- 
ing definite has been done, and now 
it mes a question if the New 

“england carriers can long maintain the advance. 
The members of the committee say they can if all 
will abide by the figures and agreement. But 
there’s the rub. Compacts of that character have 
been made before, but only soon to be quietly 
ignored and broken by some one or more of the 
parties interested and signing. 

It is not expected that the movements in grain 
to New England points will be very brisk for a 
time at a 10-cent rate while the through rate to 
New York remains as at present, at h cents. 
This will naturally look to New England parties 
as an unjust discrimination againstthem. But 
the expectation is that the advance will have a 
tendency to increase rates to all other points,

THE TREASURY “SHORT” OF SILVER, 


How the New Law Will Advance the Price 
of the White Metal. 

New Yorx, Aug. 16.—|Special.}|—The most 
interesting incident of the last week in Wall 
street was the purchase of twenty-three tons 
of silver by the Government under provisions 
of the new law calling for the purchase of 140 
tons per month. 

In the form of the bullion certificates listed 
on the Stock Exchange there is a net advance 
of three and three-quarters cents per ounce in 
silver as the result of the six days’ trading. 
Predictions are being made that the advance 
will continue until the bullion value of the 
silver dollar shall equal its coinage value. Of- 
ferings of the white metal to the Treasury are 
comparatively light, and the millions which it 
was predicted would be offered have not yet 
materialized. 

Some people profess to believe that there is 
an intimation of a bull pool in silver, and 
that the quotations in London and here are 
being rigged in its interest. It does not 
seem possible, however, that the markets of 
the whole world could be rigged to make a 
fictitious price for so unive y distributed a 
commodity as silver. It is easier to believe 
that the peremptory obligation of the Treas- 
ury to buy induces holders of the bullion to 
sit on their accumulations, and by reducing 
the supply _ the price to go udp. 

They find that Secretary Windom is virtu- 
ally short of silver. He needs 4,500,- 
000 ounces to cover his short contracts 
which mature this month. Directl¥ he shall 
have bought this amount he will be con- 
fronted with short contracts to mature next 
month aggregating 4,500,000 more; and so it 
will go on every month. And he is “short” 
in a peculiar way, too. When a bear is 
caught short of stocks and he buys them in 
and delivers them the contract is closed and 
the available supply of that stock afloat is in- 


by the number of shares he has re- 
turned. The Secretary, however, when he 
buys the silver of which he is short in a given 
month does not turn it over to somebody who 
may sellor lend it in the market. Not at 
all; he locks it up in a vault out of everybody's 
reach, and at once notifies the street that he 
is still short of the commodity. 


PROVIDENCE PRINT-WORKS DESTROYED. 


The Loss $350,000 and Many Hundred 
Hands Thrown Out of Work. 

Provipences, R. I., Aug. 16.—This morning 
just before 6 o’clock fire started in the drying- 
room of the Dunnell Print-Works at Paw- 
tucket, and in two hours four brick and two 
stone buildings were destroyed. Just now 600 
hands are employed and special orders were 
being filled for clients in the Middle States 
and the West. As soon as the fire was discov- 
ered the department belonging to the works 
was summoned, but the fire was in the most 
combustible part of the building and the men 
were unable to stop the flames. It had for 
several years been supposed that the print- 
works were safe from a large fire. The or- 
ganized devartment of the works was in 
good condition. The insurance compa- 
nies regarded the estate as one of 
their safest. The fire left the dyeing, 
bleaching, and finishing departments almost 
intact, and it is believed work there may be 
carried on without trouble. If so, fully one- 
half ot the 600 employés can continue work. 
The loss is estimated at $350,000 and the build- 
ings and machinery save storehouses are ir.

Higher Prices for Shoes Likely. 
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CHANCES TO MAKE GAINS, 


Forty-four Members of the Present House 
Elected by Majorities of than 1,000 
—The Congressional ittees Now 
Engaged in a Study of These Close Dis- 
tricts—The House Passes the Nat McKay 
Relief Bill, the Speaker Counting a 
Quorum. : 

Wasuineror, D. C., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
Clerks at the headquarters of the two Congres- 
sional committees are poring over what are 
known as the close districts. At every Con- 
gressional election a certain number of mem- 
bers bark their shins in getting in because the 
shave is such a close one. Usually these 
close shaves about balance each other. An 
Illinois Democrat may squeeze in by twenty- 
s majority, while a Connecticut Bepublican 
may have the sane margin to spare. In the 
present Congress Forman was elected by a 
majority of twenty-six, while Miles, a Nutmeg 
Republican, had the same majority. Stivers 
of New York, Republican, who had seventy- 
four votes to spare, stretches his hand across 
the aisle to Jerseyman Fowler, a Democrat, 
who had only seventy-three. Overlooking 
this natural balance of small majorities 
amateur leaders frequently pick out the 
close districts of the opposition and 
forget all about their own. It is related of 
Brice, the rainbow chaser, that two years ago 
he was so taken with the notion of capturing 
the close Republican districts that he put all 
his spare campaign money into these and for- 
got that a similar proportion of wavering 
Democratic districts might need a little brac- 
ing-up. The people who cipher out Congres- 
sional majorities have afavoritedevice. They 
take majorities not exceeding 1,000 and show 
how a change of 500 votes or less will reverse 
the political complexion of .the district. The 
figures are all right, but the practical prob- 
lem is how to change the votes. Some of the 
men of longest service in Congress have ma- 
jorities so small that they never feel sure of 
their seats. On the other hand, every two 
years there are a certain number of surprises. 

In districts in which party majorities run up 
into the thousands the majorities melt away. 
An illustration of the balance kept up in this 
matter of party majorities is found in the 
present Congress. Taking the favorite 1,000 
majority as a basis there are twenty-one Re- 
publican districts and twenty-three Demo- 
cratic districts in which at the last Congres- 
sional election the pluralities ran from 3 (Jack- 
son of West Virginia) up to 1,011 (Yardley of 
Pennyslvania). The proportion would be a 
little larger, but Oho, Maryland, and Ken- 
tucky have been redistricted, and the figures 
of two years ago in those States are of no ac-. 
count. Only a small share of these districts 
are in the West. So long as Jehu Baker and 
Horizontal Bill Morrison are on earth or until 
its boundaries are changed the Eighteenth 
Illinois will be doubtful ground. The 
reports current here are that neither Baker 
nor Morrison will be in this year’s fight, and 
Mr. Forman thinks he will be able to swell 
his majority of 26 up into the hundreds. But 
nobody else thinks so, and the district is good 

round for the Republicans to cultivate, 

rge W. Fithian’s majority in the Sixteenth 

was only 705. The counties down there have 
been steadily slipping away from the Bour- 
bons. The Farmers’ Alliance is stalking 
through the district this year, and notwithstand- 
ing Fithian’s frantic efforts to curry favor with 
the farmers they already have a candidate of 
their own in the field. The Peoria and Rock 
Island districts, which used to waver, have be- 
gun rolling up safe Republican majorities, and, 
as Gen. Post and Judge Gest have both been 
renominated, nothing is known which would 
cause them to be put in the doubtful list this 
year. 

The Republicans ought to make some gains 
in Indiana. They have not much to lose. Two 

ears ago the Democrats reaped the fruitful 

tenet of a gerrymander and only three “a 
lican members of Congress were chosen. This 
was partly due to the supreme effort made to 
carry the State for the Presidential ticket at the 
expense of everything else. Four of the Indiana 
Democratic Congressmen had relatively small 
majorities. Parrett of the First District had 
only twenty to spare. Brookshire of the 
Eighth, or Terre Haute, District, came in on 
a margin of sixty-nine. Cooper of the Fifth 
had 704, while Objector Holman’s plurality 
was only 729. Four years ago Judge 
Holman also had a close call, and 
for a time thought he was beaten. 
Indiana politicians say it is written in the 
book of political fate that one of these days 
the district will turn a somerset and land the 
Objector on his back. It is getting tired of 
him. B. F. Shively in the Thirteenth or South 
Bend District had a majority of 355, and if 
Prof. William Haynes of Notre Dame should 
run against him this time the chances are that 
the majority would be wiped out. But Shive- 
ly is going to retire from politics while he is 
young enough to build up a law practice, and 
won’t make the race this year. Thisdistrict is 
naturally Republican, and there ought to be 
no question about its choice. 

The Democrats are counting on heavy gains 
in Iowa. The specter of Gen. James B. 
Weaver has reappered and wants to come back 
to Congress. Three Hawkeye districts gave 
Republican majorities of less than 1,000, Mr. 
Flick in the Eighth had 995, Gov. Gear in the 
First 880, and Mr. Lacey in the Sixth 828. But 
the Democratic calculations in Iowa are not 
based so much on figures as on supposed de- 
moralization in the Republican ranks over 
prohibition and original package legislation.

ory of the State. The section most un 
favorably affected is the tier of counties on 
the extreme southern boundary west from 
Webster to the Colorado line. There 
the drought was most severe, extending 
from the middle of June almost 
up to the present date, and it is doubtful if 
the yield is sufficient for home consumption. 
An offset occurs, however, in the northeast 
and north central section, where the average 
is fully up to, and in many cases exceeding, 
the yield of 1889. Added to this is a largely 
increased acre mainly in the counties of 
Cherry, Brown, Holt, Madison, and Stanton. 
In the eastern and central portion the outlook 
can be stated to be neither very good nor very 
bad—probably 60 per cent of that of 1889. 
The above refers more particu- larly to corn. 

The culture of the sugar beet, which was 
tried this year mainly as an experiment, shows 
a grat condition. Vegetables will be 
scarce, and it is doubtful if enough potatoes 
have been raised to supply home consum p-

It Goes Up Another Two Cents—Corn One 
Cent Higher, 

There was no cessation in the bull fever on

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MAYOR PECK HOPES TO BE GOVERNOR 
OF WISCONSIN, 


The Democratic Bosses Have on 
Him as the Candidate of the —Gov. 
Hoard to Be Renominated by Acclama- 
tion—The Deadlock in the. Twentieth 
Ohio District Broken by the Nomina- 
tion of Senator Taylor—North Carolina 
Negroes Dissatisfied. 

Miuwavuxez, Wis., Aug. 16.—[Special.]— 
That the Democratic bosses. in Milwaukee 
have decided upon Mayor Peck as their candi- 
date for Governor was conceded today by 
Chairman Wall of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee, thus confirming the big po- 
litical deal as reported in Taz Taisune this 
morning. “Judging from what Democrats in 
the State tell me and from the attitude of the 
Democratic press, said Chairman Wall, I 
should say that Mayor Peck will head our 
State ticket.“ Chairman Wall further said that 
it could be stated positively that Gabe Bouck 
of Oshkosh was not seeking the nomination 
for Governor as reported. In further con- 
firmation of the political deal by which the 
bosses expect to make Peck Governor and 
Somers Mayor to succeed him Mr. 
Somers today published a card an- 
nouncing his absolute withdrawal from 
the Congressional race for reasons 
both “ political and personal.” The Demo- 
cratic County Committee this afternoon fixed 
Sept. 8 as to the date of the Milwaukee Con- 
gressional Convention, and Sept. 13 as the 
date of the convention to select a count 
ticket. Caucuses to select delegates to both 
conventions willbe held Saturday, Sept. 6, 
The representation to both the Congressional 
and County Conventions was fixed at one dele- 
gate for every 100 Democratic votes cast in the 

sidential election of 1888, The caucuses 
to select delegates to the State Convention 
will be held next Saturday evening. 

The meeting. of the committee this after- 
noon was not altogether harmonious. Some 
of the members saw visions of snap cau- 
cuses in the interest of certain candidates. 
These members favored the holding of the 
caucuses from 5 to 8 p. m. “ to give every one 
an equal chance,“ as one of the members ex- 
pressed it. This proposition was strongly op- 
posed by some of the committeemen, who 
favored calling the caucuses at 8 o’clock in 
the evening. After a lively discussion of an 
hour the vote on the proposition resulted in a 
tie, when Chairman Hinsey cast the decisive 
vote in favor of the 8 o’clock caucus. 

Some of the advance ard of the Repub- 
lican State Convention, which opens here next 
Wednesday, are already in the city, and the 
headquarters of the various candidates will be 
opened at the Plankinton House Monday. 
Outside of Gov. Hoard’s renomination, which 
will be by acclamation, the make-up of the 
rest of the State ticket is merely speculation. 


END OF THE OHIO DEADLOCK, 


V. A. Taylor Nominated for Congress by 
the Twentieth District Republicans, 

Crevecann, O., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—This 
has been a year of remarkable deadlocks in 
Congressional conventions of both parties in 
Ohio, but the most prolonged contest of all 
was concluded in this city this morning, when 
Vincent A. Taylor, of Bedford, Cuyahoga 
County, was nominated by the Republican 
Congressional Convention of the Twentieth 
District. The convention met Thursday, Aug. 
7 and balloted Thursday, Friday and Satur- 
day. Huron County stood by Con sman 
Wickham, Lake voted first last and all the 
time for Capt. J. B. Burrows, a brother of 
Congressman Julius Cæser Burrows. Lorain 
was divided between E. G. Johnson and Gen. 
Shurtleff. Summit was divided between 
Judge Tibbals and Mr. Taylor. Cuyahoga 
voted for Taylor. The convention adjourned 
on the evening of the 9th, 
until last Wednesday, when it again 
assembled. The balloting continued slowly 
and tediously without material change until 
yesterday, the sixth day of the convention, 
when James R. Garfield of Mentor, Lake 
County, a son of President Garfield, proposed 
that the Australian system of voting be adopt- 
ed—that is, that the names of all the candi- 
dates be placed on one printed ballot; that 
every delegate be allowed separately to go into 
a side room and prepare his ballot, marking a 
cross opposite the candidate for whom he 
wished to vote; then folding the ballot and 
depositing it in the ballot-box. This abso- 
lutely secret method of voting was adopted 
after some opposition. The result of the first 
ballot was that Taylor made a gain. After 
another ballot without — a nomination 
the convention adjourned until this morning. 
It was apparent that Taylor’s opponents were 
hopelessly divided, and this morning he was 
nominated on the first ballot. 


NEGROES ARE DISSATISFIED. 


The Colored Republicans of North Carolina 
Will Hold a Convention of Their Own. 
RALMOR, N. C., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—All 

this year there has been a fast-widening divis- 

ion between the negroes ahd the white Repub- 
licans in North Carolina, and the newspapers 
edited by negroes have been bitter in their at- 
tacks upon white Republicans, who, they al- 
leged, had used them as tools. Threats have 
been made freely that the blacks would strike 
out for themselves. These threats have at last 

materialized, and the negroes have sent out a 

call for a State convention of their race at 

Raleigh Aug. 26. The call is signed by promi- 

nent negroes from twenty-two counties. It 

says: 

The changed condition of political affairs, the 
studied discrimination against our race solely on 
account of color, the urgent necessity for addi- 
tional educational facilities, the attempt being 
made to stifle our manh by consigning our 
leading men to menial places under the Govern- 
ment, together with the fact that the negroes 
have for twenty-five years voted blindly, make it 
necessary that the negroes of North Carolina 
should assemble together for the purpose of tak- 
ing counsel with each other to inaugurate meas- 
ures whereby the evils affecting the race may be 
remedied and the manhood of the race asserted 
and maintained. 


Farmers’ Mass-Meeting at Chrisman. 

Curisman, III., Aug. 16.—[Special.]|—The 
Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association of Ed- 
gar, Vermilion, Douglas, and Parke Counties 
held a mass-meeting here today. The crowd 
was estimated at 15,000, and speeches were 
made from three stands. Among the speak- 
ers was Jesse Harper, but he failed to capture 
the farmers, and it is stated tonight that he 
has, therefore, concluded not to accept the 
nomination for Congress on the coalition 
ticket. The farmers claim he secured the 
nomination by trickery. Among the other 
speakers were James M. Washburn, Col, 
James Felter of Springfield, O. P. Hunt, Prof. 
A.J. Johnson, and Mrs. Marion Todd of 
Chicago.

Nearly four centuries have elapsed since 
Sandro Botticelli died, yet his fame has hardly 
yet won its final place of highest honor. During 
his life came the dawn of the great age—the age 
of triumphant paganism—when art lost its an- 
cient divinity of motive and gained that marvel- 
ous perfection of technique for which Raphael 
and his peers still stand crowned and sceptered. 
Under their masterful sway the primitives, with 
Botticelli among them, fell into compara- 
tive obscurity, and it is only during our 
— century that ge —. — 
set once more amo e 8 
at last to outshine the tater 4 — in the on 
eyes, to outrank them in the world’s love. Thirty 
years have not yet passed since the English Gov- 
ernment, following the wise suggestion of the 
Prince Consort, was able to buy many of the mas- 
terpieces of early Italian art for sums which 
would not represent a tithe of their value today. 
Indeed, it would not be strange, as our love of 
this exquisite epoch increases, 1f the National 
Gallery, by virtue of this collection, should finally 
be a dearer plaee of pilgrimage than the Louvre. 
The time has passed when these early painters 
were the mere cults of a cotérie, when the pre- 
Raphaelites became a catch-word throughout 
England by lending their title to a little band of 
modern painters who professed to follow their 
precepts. The world’s thought is gradually justi- 
fying the impulse of its heart, daring to give its 
highest praise where it gives its highest love. 
It is measuring artists by their scope instead of 
by their skill. Botticelli moves us more profound- 
ly than Raphael; therefore we are becoming 
bold enough to say that Botticelli was greater 
than Raphael, greater as a man if not as a paint- 
er, greater because of his higher reach, his more 
profound imagination, his more loving sense of 
beauty, all of which find complete expression 
through his art, making even ite archaic defects 
contribute to its harmony andits power. The 
range of his inspiration was wide. Subjects re- 


ligious and profane, allegorical and literal, ap- 


pealed to his prolific imagination, yet all that his 
hand executed bore the mark of his exalted spir- 
ituality. The prose of life he made poetic and 
the poetry of life he made divine. Heloved the 
simple things of earth; meadows, trees, flow- 
ers he interpreted more faithfully than 
any of the masters who followed him, 
in whose pictures the glimpses of landscape 
were always of minor importance. Profoundly 
religious, his temperament was yet as joyous as a 
child’s and he played with his fancies as freely as 
men dare to only in the morning of life and art. 

Dare! ah, what did not men dare in those di- 
vine great days! Botticelli dared to paint the 
Omnipotent Trinity, enthroned in the midst of 
encircling hierarchies and powers, of cherubim 
and seraphim kneeling in multitudes adoring in a 


heaven of shining gold. Even this he dared and 


triumphed through his daring. There, under the 
radiant throne, in that infinite of circling choirs, 
among those multitudes with folded 
wings and upward-gazing eyes there is 
Dante’s paradise, there is the heaven of 
medieval dreams, there is the kingdom 
of perpetual peace. And far below this peopled 
heaven stretches the rich green earth with her 
spacious blue skies above enfolding the golden 
vision. The world smiles serene in summer glad- 
ness, and on her green fields, all unsuspicious of 
the angelic hosts above, a group of beautiful 
saintly mortals surrounds the tomb of the Virgin 
whose assumption the heavens are choiring. The 
marble cover of the sarcophagus is pushed up- 
ward by blowing lilies which fill with perfume the 
place whence the Mother of God has newly risen. 
The beatty of earth and the sublimity of heaven, 
the grace of mortals and the splendor of immor 
tals, all this was revealed to a great soul in one 
radiant vision, which his art has perpetuated for 
all races of men.

“LONG” JONES ON THE CAMPAIGN. 


n 
He Says That It Will Be the Hottest Since 
1838. 

The Hon. A. M. Jones, Chairman of the 
Republican State Central Committee, has re- 
turned from his trip to Washington. He 
spent yesterday in the city and went to Wau- 
kesha last night. Mr. Jones lingered in 
Washington precisely thirty-six hours, but he 
managed to absorb a good deal of informa- 
tion, political and otherwise, in that time. 
Long Jones never sleeps when he is in Wash- 
ington or Springfield. He spends all of his 
time, night and day, in walking around town 
and gossiping with folks and people. By-and- 
by he gets his load of information, and then 
he goes home to sleep. He isup at Waukesha 
resting now. Mr. Jones says he believes the 
Tariff bill will get through Congress and have 
the President's signature ajflixed thereto 
before the 15th of next month. He 
understands that a day for its final 
consideration im the Senate will be 
agreed upon and announced before Wednes- 
day of next week, and he has no doubt of its 
passage by the Senate before Sept. 1. Then 
it will get in conference on the amendments 
made by the Senate, but he does not believe 
there will be any serious disagreements cal- 
culated to delay its progress. He did not 
have much to say relative to the new Election 
bill except that there was a diversity of opin- 
ion regarding the advisability of its adoption. 
The night Mr. Jones arrived in Washington 
he met with all the Republicans in the Illi- 
nois delegation in Congress—except Hill, 
Adams, and Taylor—at Senator Cullom’s 
house, anda Jong consultation ensued as to 
the condition of affairs in the various Con- 
gressional districts. The outlook was declared 
to be * satisfactory, if not to say promis- 
ing U of the Illinois Republicans were 
anxious for an early adjournment of Congress 
that they might get home and take an active 
part in the campaign. 

It's not going to be an off year with the Re- 
ublicans said Mr. Jones. [It means fight 
rom the beginning of the campaign to the 

end. The Republicans will begin early in 
September and John M. Palmer, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Senate, will hear the 
report of a gun, followed by other reports, 
which he will think are the echoes of the first. 
Presently he will awaken to the fact that the 
engagement is general and the Republicans 
are neither dead nor asleep.“ 

The campaign is to begin Sept. 1 without 
any dependence on the action of Congress. 
The Congressional delegation is largely com- 
posed of good speakers and campaigners, and 
their services would be of great —— at this 
time. They will be here as soon as Congress 
adjourns. The State Central Committee has 
invited Gov. Fifer, Gov. Oglesby and all the 
Republican ex-Governors of the State to par- 
ticipate in the campai All of the gentle- 
men have announ their intention of 
complying with the request. Gen. John 
McNultaand other Republicans of note propose 
to assist in the work of stumping the State. 
There will be no delay or lagging when the 
music begins, and Mr. Jones says never before 
was there such a demand for public speakers. 
He predicts the most interesting and exciting 
campaign Illinois has known since 1858, when 
Lincoln and Douglas stumped the State. 

“There is one thing that has contributed 
largely to this great interest evinced by the 
Republicans,“ said Mr. Jones, and it is this: 
The Democrats have vaunted and boasted 
they were going to carry the State. They have 
made Gen. Palmer their Galiah, and ever 
since the Democratic State Convention he has 
been strutting up in front of their camp, dar- 
ing the children of Israel to come out and 
tackle him. When the proper time arrives 
Gen. Palmer will get all the attle he wants, 
and he won't have so much time to dare folks 
to battle with him.”’ 

Mr. Jones says every Republican in the 

State is getting ready to take off his coat, roll 

up his sleeves, and wade in when the fight is 

on. “If the Democratic party,“ he says, 

“relies on disaffection in the Republican 

ranks to carry their ticket they are counting 

without their host. There is not going to be 

any trading off the ticket, and we don’t in- 

tend to leave any of the hide or hair of the 

Republican party on the fence when we get 

through with the election Nov. 4.“ 
How much of your time do you propose 
to give to the campaign?’’ was asked, 

“Tam going to Waukesha every Saturday 
night on the 5 o’clock train,” replied Mr. 
Jones, and am * back to Chicago 
every Monday evening. That will give five 
days of my time in each week to the campaign, 
and I am going to give as much more ad- 
ditional time as may be necessary.“ 


COST OF THE GRAND ARMY ENCAMPMENT. 


Two Hundred Thousand Dollars the Amount 
Spent by Boston. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 16.—[Special.]—The 
Grand Army encampment cost Boston and 
the State something over $200,000. Of this 
sum by far the largest amount was expended 
for the decorations, public and private, and 
this is estimated by conservative decorators 
to have amounted to about $75,000. The ex- 
pense of maintaining free quarters for the 
men was the next item of importance and it 
will swallow up the sum of $35,000. Badges, a 
very large item, printing, headquarters for 
the several departments, entertainment of 
notable guests, meeting places for the en- 
campment and the Woman’s Relief Corps, 
and last, but by no means least, the erection 
of observation stands, swell the total to about 
the sum named at the outset. The State ap- 
propriated $60,000 to meet the outlay, the city 
$25,000, and about $60,000 was subscribed, The 
total amount appropriated is probably more 
than enough to meet all the bills officially con- 
tracted and leave a handsome balance to cover 
ineidental outlays on memorials and other 
aftermath of the celebration. But it was not 
such a bad business investment. Assuming 
that there 25,000 strangers in the city—a iow 
estimate—who have spent apiece, it makes 
a credit of $625,000. Adding another $100,000 
for the extra number of strangers in Boston 
Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday, and a 
grand total of 000 is reached as a careful 
and a low estimate of the right-hand side of 
the ledger account. .

Ir was said yesterday that the Gage farm in 


Riverside would be offered as a Fair site. It | 


is unnecessary to go to the trouble, for it can- 
not be accepted. The act of Congress says 
specifically that the site must be in the City of 
Chicago, and Riverside does not enjoy that 
privilege. It will be swallowed up in course 
of time, but not early enough for the Fair. 


A eatuenine of 7,000 people, mostly Demo- 
crats and residents of Chicago, at Burlington 
Park Friday declared that “the men who 
planned and instigated " one of the most atro- 
cious murders in the history of this county 
yet walk abroad, and that the efforts of law- 


- abiding citizens to bring them to justice is 


“frustrated by the presence in positions of 
“trust in the Police Department of active 
“partisans of the murderers and by the 
“shameless aid given by public officials and 
“other prominent citizens to a conspiracy to 
“defeat the law.” These are serious charges. 
What have Mayor Cregier and Superintendent 
Marsh to say in reply to them? They are 
the more significant as coming from Demo- 
crats of undoubted loyalty. 


Tunovon the initiation of the Scotch-Irish 
Congress, which met at Nashyille, Tenn., a 
year ago last May, the corner-stone of a monu- 
ment to the memory of Col. Davy Crockett 
will be laid at Lawrenceburg, Tenn., Tuesday, 
the 104th anniversary of his birth. Col. 
Crockett was one of the “ winners of the Great 
West,” as Theddore Roosevelt puts it. He 
was the associate of Houston, and was one of 
the leaders in adding Texas to the Union. He 
served two terms in Congress, and died in de- 
fense of his country at the Alamo. His say- 
ing, “Be sure you're right, tb go ahead,” 
was his Own motto through life. The monu- 
ment, of which the foundation stone is to be 
laid Tuesday, will be unveiled a year from 
that date. A committee of Scotch-Irish have 
the matter in hand. They're sure they're right 
in honoring the memory of one of their race, 
and will g6 ahead.

Tun city Democracy went to Springfield 
with Mr. William Fitzgerald as its choice for 
State Treasurer. He was not nominated be- 
cause the fastidious country Democrats said 
they did not like his record—he did not oc- 
cupy that apex and pinnacle of morality on 
the summit of which country candidates al- 
ways perched themselves. Therefore William 
was thrown overboard, as if his name had 
been Jonah, and Mr. Wilson was selected as 
embodying the rural ideas of spotless purity, 
and being the ideal candidate. After reading 
the little sketch of his early life printed in 
yesterday's Tunuxx the city Democrats have 
made up their minds that the trouble with 
their man Fitzgerald was not that he was too 
bad for the country, but too good. They 
think his record would compare with Mr. Wil- 
son's as a prayer-book would with a police 
court record. The next time they go to 
Springfield they will take a man who has tried 
to grab two or three town sites and been 
mixed up in innumerable other games, and 
see if he will satisfy the longings of their 
country brethren for purity. They will not try 
again to nominate a saint like Mr, William 
Fitzgerald. 


Mu. P. B. FAN AAN, whoever he is, thinks 
himself a better Irishman than Mr. Parnell. 
He said for a crowd of Irish-Americans at Og- 
den’s Grove Friday: 

We are unalterably of the conviction that Ire 
land is of right entitled to absolute independence. 
We hold that Ireland should not be degraded to 
the low condition of a mere province of Great 
Britain in considération of a parliamentary grant 
of a partial redress of her wrongs. 

Mr. Parnell will be satisfied with the grant 
of an Irish Parliament, and among other rea- 
sons he gives for urging that grant is that it 
will tend to the integrity of the British Em- 
pire. Eighty-five other Irish members of 
Parliament representing Irish constituencies 
agree with him. But Mr. Flanagan knows 
better than all of them, and he is going to es- 
tablish the absolute independence of Ireland 
by means of addresses in Chicago. A states- 
man named Keane, who presided while Flan- 
agan was orating, put the question of adopt- 
ing Flanagan’s address as the sentim ent of the 
gathering, and said he “did not want any 
nays on it.“ There were no “ nays,”’ and 
Keane, Flanagan, and the others shouldered 
their addresses and paraded the picnic ground 
to show how the “absolute independence of 
Ireland can be won by mouth-work and Jeg- 
work in Chicago. They prefer fighting and 


ruling here to fighting and ruling there. 


PASSAGE OF THE ANTI-LOTTERY BILL. 
In spite of the desperate efforts of the lot- 


tery lobby to impede if not to prevent ac- 


Post-Offices to exclude the Louisiana gamblers 
from the mails the House has passed the meas- 
ure, and thus dealt the blow for which the peo- 
ple have waited so long and so patiently. 
The purpose of this bill is to close the United 
States mails and its entire postal system 
against the transmission of lottery advertise 
ments and the papers containing them, circu- 
lars, lists of drawings, tickets, letters contain- 
ing money, or any matter pertaining to the 
lottery. Its further purpose is to keep this 
demoralizing matter out of the homes of the 
poor, the stores and business offices, the fac- 
tories and shops of the country. It is intended 
to save the poor and the working classes, 
clerks, shop girls, servants, janitors, porters, 
factory operatives, and others whose desire 
for money is worked upon cunningly by the 
lottery sharks. Nearly every State in the 
Union has passed laws against lotteries. This 
bill will reénforce the State statutes and make 
them effective, for so long as the Nation 
al Government has extended its postal facili- 
ties to the gamblers it has been useless to try 
to enforce State laws. The National Govern- 
ment for years has been an active partner in 
this nefarious business, but the first step 
towards dissolution of the partnership now has 


4 been taken. 


It is needless to discuss the question of the 
constitutionality of this law, which probably 
will be the response of thé gamblers to the 
action of the House. If Congress has the 
right to exelude obscene and otherwise 
dangerous matter from the mails it 
has the right to exclude lottery matter, whose 
immoral, dangerous, and demoralizing char- 
acter no one will question. No more evil 
agency exists than this lottery, no more insid- 


the right to say that it shall not use the mails. 
It clearly is within the power of Congress to 
protect the people against fraud and moral 
contamination. It is more to the purpose to 
congratulate the House upon the passage of a 
law which has been asked for by the people of 
every State and Territory, which has been 
advocated by every respectable newspaper in 
the country, and which has been prayed for 
earnestly by the moral and respectable people 
of all classes in Louisiana. It will be hailed 
with delight by the Anti-Lottery League and 
Farmers’ Alliance of that State and by the 
good citizens of North 
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3 House, 
and there is no reason why it should not do it 
at once and send tho bill to the President, 
whose recent message is a guaranty that he 
will sign it as soon as received, so that the 
Postmaster-General may exercise the author- 
ity for which he has asked more than once, 
and bring the power of the Government to 
bear upon this corrupt and corrupting organi- 
gation, which so long has defied State laws 
and public sentiment and made itself rich 
upon the wages of the working people. 


WHERE IS THE PROMISED LAND! 

The Fair site is still a mystery. It is as un- 

discovered as the North Pole. Not even the 
directors know ite whereabouts. There are 
forty-five of them, and that number of men 
cannot keep a secret. If they knew they 
would tell. There is a shrewd suspicion, how- 
ever, that they will be compelled yet by the 
force of circumstances to settle down at Jack- 
son Park, and the latest information is that 
they have about decided to do so. 
The placid waters of Lake Michigan still 
undulate above the submerged lands of the 
outer harbor and there is every prospect they 
will eontinue long to do so. The President of 
the Illinois Central does not throw himself 
into the arms of the Fair directors and sigh 
out in meek surrender, The Lake Front is 
yours.“ The Secretary of War does not know 
what he can do about filling the harbor, and is 
inclined to refer the matter to Congress and a 
board. That means postponement to the 
next century. Nor do the engineers agree as 
to what it will cost to do the filling. They are 
a few millions apart in their figures. But ex- 
perience has taught that the highest estimates 
are always nearest the truth, and that those 
of world-renowned engineers are often too 
low. For confirmation see De Lesseps’ 
figures on the Panama Canal. 

The Government Engineer; who is familiar 
with the outer harbor in foul weather as well 
as fair, is rather amused with the idea of mak- 
ing sure and swift progress in filling it up and 
doubts whether work would make much head- 
way during storms. Those who have been on 
the lake shore north of the river during those 
seasons when the iron-tongued northeaster ”’ 
had full sway, when the houses on the drive 
were dashed twith spray and big blocks of 
stone were torn from their place in the break- 
water, may be excused if they doubt the 
feasibility of constant work even in the 
sheltered outer harbor. The contractor for 
the crib work on the new lake tunnels may 
be able to confirm the suspicion that Lake 
Michigan is mighty onsartin in stormy 
weather. 

As for Jackson Park, it is not settled yet 
whether there will be enough dry land there 
for the Exposition dove to find a resting place 
for its feet. But the probabilities are that 
more will be found than Mr. Olmsted’s first 
report showed. It must be borne in mind 
also that the Fair directors do not know yet 
how much land they will need. They must 
learn first the ideas of the National Commis- 
sion as to the extent and scope of the Fair 
before they can figure on acres. Some of the 
estimates of the space required have been 
excessive. 

Asregards Washington Park, the Commis- 
sioners who have it in charge have not yet 
officially said whether any part of it can be 
had. They had had no formal request from 
the directors until yesterday afternoon. 
Im the slightly modified language of the 
young lady in the song, Nobody asked 
me, sir, she said, and it would not do for 
those coy, demure Commissioners to show 
eagerness to be wooed. Some one of them 
said, once upon a time, that were Washington 
Park to be given up the people of the South 
Park district would rise up and hang them. 
From the standpoint of news this would be a 
great thing. It would make an immense sen- 
sation in this and other cities and would help 
newspaper sales considerably. It also would 
inspire Aldermen and County Commissioners 
with more respect for their constituents. But 
there will be no popular vengeance, because if 


Park are essential to the Fair the residents of 
the park district will urge that they be given 
up. There is more public spirit among the 
people always than boards and councils credit 
them with. 

If all these sites should fail there are still 
others which, while they may present new dif- 
ficulties, will not be surrounded with those 
which have been vexing the directors for 
months. They will come out all right, even 
if they are stalled for the moment. And not 
the least of all their woes is that while they 
are thus floundering in the mud, trying to get 
out, papers and prominent citizens arrange 
themselves on the dry land just outside of the 
marsh and shout to them: “ Why don’t you 
move? Why don’t you hurry? A little ener- 
gy and expedition is all you need. Don’t stay 
there in the mud. Such remarks are trying, 
even to patient men. They are not in the 
slough of despond because they like it but 
because chance threw them there, and as yet 
they have not been able to find the way out. 
The, prospect now is that they will be rescued 
in a few days and placed on high dry ground 
amid the oaks of the Jackson Park ridges. 


THE CARPENTERS’ NEW STRIKE. 

The union carpenters have voted to strike 
on the lst of September. Their reason is that 
when they made their agreement with their 
present employers it was on the basis of 35 
cents per hour till Aug. 1 and 87 cents there- 
after, and that the latter refuse to live up to it. 
Such an agreement is not enforceable at law. 
It was made with no specific individuals, and 
there are no particular men who can claim 
damages because of the failure to keep it. 
Still it ought to be morally binding unless 
there is some equitable reason for disregard- 
ing it. It pays men to keep their promises 
even if they cannot be forced to do so. 

The employers say that the Carpenters’ 
Council bas not kept its pledges, and that 
union men have been allowed to work for 
contractors who are not paying union wages. 
The council denies this, and says it has lived 
up to all it. promises. This may be so, but 
it is evident that the union has been unable to 
do what the employers who made arrange- 
ments with it thought it might—corner the 
labor market, so that the contractors who did 
not come to terms could get no men to do 
their work. Doubtless the union did what it 
could, but the job was too big for it—there 
were too many carpenters in the city. There 
is no doubt that the non-union bosses have 
been getting about all the workmen the 
needed at prices often below the union ra 
Having more capital, and being surer pay 
masters, they have been able to get the serv- 
ices of the best men, and the union contractors 
have paid full rates of wages and have not 
always secured first-class workmen. . 

These contractors, having finished the work 
they have on hand and seeing there will be no 
money for them in new jobs at the advanced 
rates, refuse to pay them. That their work- 
men who have been looking forward to this 
advance should be angry at not getting it is 
natural. They have a right to be so, and it is 
their unquestioned privilege to quit working 
for men who have broken their words. . 

But while it is a matter they must settle for 
themselves it does not look as if they would 
consult their pride rather than their pockets 


it is seen that the commons of Washington 
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end of the year. If there is one next month 
and a large number of men stop work, it will 
put an end to building for the rest of the sea- 
son. If September is wasted, men who meant 
to build will not run the risks of an early win- 
ter, but will wait till spring, and. a quantity of 
money which would otherwise be paid out to 
mechanics will stay in the banks. 

Even if the employers have broken their 
agreement it seems to an outsider that it 
would be wiser for the carpenters at this stage 
of the year to go ahead and earn every cent 
they can, taking advantage of every warm and 
sunny day, and thus be in better condition to 
negotiate with their employers next spring. 
If they earn nothing this fall they will be bur 
dened with debts in April, and the man who 
goes into a strike with a lot of unpaid bills is 
often half beaten when he begins. His hold- 
ing-out power is lessened that much. 


But the probabilities are that the resentment 


of the carpenters will overcome their prudence 
and that they will go out on the 1st, thereby 
interfering seriously with thousands of men 
in the other building trades, who will be 
thrown out of work because of a dispute for 
which they are not responsible and which 
they cannot settle, 


AN UNPARALLELED SUCCESS. 

There is consternation among the Method- 
ists of Mattituck, L. I., and all on account 
of bold, bad Presbyterians. The members of 
the Woman’s Sewing Society of the Presby- 
terian church at that place lately held a fair 
for the purpose of raising money for its sup- 
port. They racked their brains to devise 
novelties, for the old attractions of raffles, 
grab-bags, Rebekah’s wells, necktie sociables, 
cake walks, oyster-guessing contests, and 
calico divinities no longer appeal to the 
pockets of the sterner sex. 
some of the girls came to the rescue and pro- 
posed a kissing bee, offering themselves for 
the osculatory sacrifice. Some of the spinsters 
were shocked, but the matrons took kindly to 
the project. A handsome tent was erected 
and over the door was placed the following 
legend :

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The news s exceed far and wide. Not alone the 
Presbyterian young men of the fold, but the 
tennis young men at the summer hotel rushed 
to the tent, and, it is to be feared, some of the 
old baldheaded fellows languidly strolled 
down there to see the babes and kiss them. 
The tents did a rushing business. The ice- 
cream stand was deserted. The pretty girls 
in charge of the pin-cushions and book- 
marks found business a drug, and even the an- 
gel cake with the ring in it was neglected. 
The tent was packed with admirers of the 
babies.“ Customers showered their quar- 
ters upon them until the stock gave out and 
then sent to the hotel for relays of coin. To 
prevent crowding a line was formed and large 
premiums were offered for places by those 
who were on the end and feared they might 
not get up to the stand in time to embrace the 
opportunity. No one sold his place, however, 
and no one at the kissing end hurried. It 
even was proposed by some of the de- 
lighted customers to keep the show running 
several days, so eager were they to assist 
the Mattituck Presbyterian Sewing Society 
and rescue the cause from its impecunious 
condition. But it was not in human nature to 
stand this kind of thing long. The babies“ 
soon were forced to retire from natural ex- 
haustion and then the doxology was sung with 
fervor. The babies“ had raked in nine- 
tenths of the total receipts. It was a magnifi- 
cent success. 

But mark the results. The Presbyterian 
spinsters have been horrified. The girls at 
the ice-cream, infants’ clothing, book-mark, 
and other stands do not speak to the ba- 
bies as they pass by, and have cut the young 
men. Two fellows who were engaged to the 
“babies” have broken their engagements, 
having no use for second-hand and shop-worn 
goods. Worse than this, the rival church, 
the Methodist, has been shocked terribly 
and is making campaign capital out of that 
wicked kissing tent and prophesying all kinds 
of calamities to a church which will fill its 
treasury in such a carnal manner. The Pres- 
byterians have rallied manfully to the defense 
of their babies as against the Methodists, 
and there is likely to be a long and fierce con- 
troversy in outside Presbyterian circles also, 
to add to the distractions of revision, In the 
meantime all the customers seem to be satis- 
fied with the goods, as no proposition has been 
made to return them, though the unfortunate 
“babies”’ probably would refuse to give up 
the money. Probably the customers would 
not object to give back the goods even without 
the money.

THE TOWN OF LAKE WATER SUPPLY. 

The water supply inthe Town of Lake is so 
scant, the danger from fire so serious, the an- 
noyance and suffering of the people so great 
that it seems as if it might be well for the 
Mayor to drop Corrigan for the time being 
and attend to this more important matter. 
Mr. Cregier should call his cabinet around 
him and consult how best to relieve the 100,000 
inhabitants of Lake. He might at least issue 
a proclamation telling the people he is sorry 
for them. 

The prime cause of the trouble is that the 
Lake mains are too smill. That was a blunder 
on the part of the towmauthorities. The pop- 
ulation has increased vith great rapidity and 
it is becoming more and more difficult to force 
through the small pipes the water it needs. 
For the original blunde the city is not respon- 
sible. But the state of affairs would not be so 
bad if it were not for the immense consump- 
tion of water at the- Stock-Tards. The big 
pumps of the packing+ouses pump directly 
from the mains and swk out a good share of 
the water coming through them, leaving little 
for people who live on ground floors and none 
for those up-stairs. Thi water thus taken by 
the packing-houses is net wasted, for they use 
it in their business, but it is that much taken 
from private consumers, 

The city is preparing to lay larger pipes, 
but it is a slow job, and the Stock-Yards con- 
sumption may take up rearly all the increased 
supply. It seems therefore to be the duty of 
the authorities to limit the quantity of water 
used by the packing-houles so that there may 
be a more equitable ditision of the supply. 
It is disagreeable to be @mpelled to interfere 
with a large industry which gives work to so 
many people, but it is sill more disagreeable 
to deprive 20,000 familie of the water they 
have paid for. Each of ese paid its water 
tax in advance, and the city guaranteed to 
supply it with water. It is as bound to keep 
those agreements, even though made with 
poor men, as any other cpntracts it makes. 

The city authorities hould find out how 
much water is furnished the town and how 
much of it is taken by th) packing-houses. If 
the latter have been getting too large a share 
they should be forced © reduce tir con- 
sumption so that the suall consumers who 


have paid $4 or $5 for a ipply of water with 


which to carry on busir may not be left 
out in the dry. The eity hould also see. that 
there is at least a little water in the mains

world had to face the question which 


looms up in front of it this year, Will the 
“supply of human food be sufficient to tide 
“us over till another harvest?” Scarcely 
ever are the crops good uniformly, and a 
partial failure in oue or more countries is 
generally compensated bya better yield in 
some others. Twice within the last dozen 
years abundance in the United States was the 
only fact that prevented the prevalence of 
famine conditions in Western Europe, and 
the people of that section have become so 
accustomed to looking upon this country ag a 

never-failing source of supply that 92 
counted confidently on it for all time to 
come, and in that belief put down the prices 
of breadstuffs to the lowest point known in 
the present century. The latest news from 
abroad is that the speculators there have sold 
vast quantities of wheat and flour ahead of their 
production, because they felt sure they could 
obtain all wanted from the American cornu- 
copia, and it is they who have for weeks past 
repeatedly contradicted the news of severe 
crop damage in the United Kingdom, France, 
and Germany. From a similar motive the 
reports of poor crop prospects in the West 
have been denied till the denials can be no 
longer believed, 

The facts are coming out at last. The 
United States is this year short as compared 
with the production of twélve months ago 
fully one-fifth in wheat and a quarter in oats, 
one-third in corn and potatoes, and as much 
in fruits and garden vegetables. Approxi- 
mately the deficiency amounts in all crops to 
about the surplus that would be available for 
export had the production been equal to that 
of last year. We should have a little more 
than enough wheat for home needs but for 
the shortage in other crops, which will in- 
crease the domestic consumption of bread, 
especially on the farm, the oecupants of which 
ordinarily depend on the garden for most of 
the food they corisume. Probably few people 
have thought much of the enormous deficiency 
in fruits and garden stuff, while their attention 
has been called by the press to the fact of an 
important cereal shortage. Yet the prices 
charged for these things tell the story. A 
table of quotations published elsewhere shows 
that in the wholesale mart on South Water 
street potatoes are held at four times the 
prices of a year ago, onions at three times, 
apples and cabbages at twice, and canned 
fruits at one and a half times the prices of last 
August. The average of these is much more 
than the advance of about one-third in wheat 
and corn, while there has been little change in 
the wholesale quotations for hog products, ex- 
cept the artificial one of barreled pork, and 
dairy products are hardly any higher, thanks 
toa good hay crop caused by the abundant 
rains of the early summer. 

The failure in the potato crop in Ireland is 
so severe that attention has been called to 
it officially in the British Parliament. En 
gland itself is suffering from a similar afflic- 
tion, though perhaps less extensive. The 
United Kingdom as a whole will need to im- 
port 152,000,000 bushels of wheat or its equiv- 
alent in flour, and that is stated to be nearly 
the measure of deficiency for Europe, the 
need of France (40,000,000) and other coun- 
tries being about made up by anticipated sup- 
plies from Russia. It does not appear that 
this estimate takes into the account the potato 
failure above noted, but simply the deficiency 
in bread, much more of which will be wanted 
if the potato supply be cut short. To fill 
the monstrous void there are India 
and Australia, nominally capable of spar- 
ing a little more than a quarter of what 
is wanted, and the United States is expected 

to send the rest. The latter part of the pro- 
gram cannot be carried out, It is doubt - 
ful if the area East of the Rocky Mountains 
has a single bushel more than is wanted for 
home use, and the Pacific slope cannot spare 
more than another quarter of the deficiency. 
Where the rest is to come ffom cannot now be 
told, but it looks as if the people of the British 
Islands will have jo fall back partly on the 
corn grown in this country, the value of whieh 
a few of them are beginning to understand. 
Our crop of that cereal is short, but the one 
of last year was so abundant that it is prob- 
able there will be some to spare for the other 
side of the Atlantic, 


THE KELLY-SULLIVAN COTTAGES. 

The quiet little town of Hingham, Mass., is 
threatened with a double calamity. Hingham 
is the most conservative town on the New En- 
gland coast. It boasts the oldest church in 
the United States. It clings to the five points 
of Calvinism. There is. not a family tree in 
Hingham which is not rooted in the rocks of 
Puritanism. Its people boast the preserva- 
tion of the original essence of Puritanism, 
uncontaminated by modern reforms and lat- 
ter-day heresies. The estates have descended 
from father to son in unbroken line from 
Mayflower days. For nearly three centuries 
Hingham has vegetated on its rocky heights 
and preserved the ark of the fathers from pro- 
fane hands. 3 

Strange times have come, however, to Hing- 
ham—strange enough to make its dead and 
gone worthies turn over in horror under their 
slate tombstones, strange enough also to make 
their living descendants rise in wrath at the 
profanation of theit ancient associations, The 
first desecration was the gift of one of its old 
cottages to King Kelly, a young man who, by 
reason of his ability in knocking a ball and 
indulging in colossal jags, has achiéved an 
inexplicable reputation. Why a cottage 
should have been given him for his success in 
ball tossing and hitting when so many men 
who can pound iron, lift heavy stones, 
build great structures, swing the scythe, 
and perform other muscular feats 
which are of value to the world have been 
given nothing but “mall wages is a mystery, 
but such is fortune. Mr. Kelly has received 
princely wages, been bought and sold at a 
high price, and scraped together a handsome 
pile of the tricks known to base-ball specu- 
lators, and in addition to this his admirers 
have presented him with a cottage in which 
he can live at his ease after the arduous labors 
of the ball field, which are of no benefit to 
any one. This was the first calamity of Hing- 
ham. The villagers were roused at the indig- 
nity, but gradually settled down in the hope 
that their troubles were at an end. 


The giving of Cottages, however, is con- 
tagious, and a worse calamity threatens the 


quiet little burg. The admirers of Prof. 
John L. Sullivan, stimulated by the gift to 
the man who has been knocking balls around, 


are negotiating now for a cottage to give to 


the man who has been knocking his fellow- 
brutes out in the ring and has displayed his 
prowess at the expense of other people’s eyes 


u. and noses. The village has risen in indien 


scythes, and pitchforks (as many a time they 
have been in the past), and not stopping in 
their wild flight until far beyond the limits of 
the good old town of H . 
well for the Hinghamites 11 this thing 
in the beginning or their village may swarm 
with sluggers, ball-tossers, and other public 
nuisances. It was an evil day when the prac- 


tice of giving’ cottages was initiated. There 


is danger that every able-bodied loafer in the 
country may get one, and that the rising gen- 


eration may quit the ranks of hard and honest 


toil to knock balls or punch noses in the hope 
of some day getting a cottage by the sea as a 
reward of merit. 


Tu Village of Oak Park has a little dispute 
with the Northwestern road. Like a large 
proportion of country squabbles it sprung up 
about the location of a fence, The people 
thought the railway was claiming too much 
ground and brought suit to stop it. It is now 
stated that the railway in retaliation will cease 
to have a depot at Oak Park and will force the 
residents, all of whom do business in the city, 
to foot it to another station. Such things have 
been done before by other roads in order to 
bring disobedient towns to time, but they have 
been such plain abuses of power that they 
generally have failed of their object. Should 
it be attempted in this instance an appeal to 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners would 
result in the road being forced to resume serv- 
ice. Hence the Dak-Parkers need fear no 
permanent annoyance, 

It is by acts like this and by fencing up city 
streets, as another Chicago road is doing, that 
railways win more unpopularity than by their 
high charges and imperfect service. There is 
a smallness about these performances—a lit- 
tleness for which the Northwestern is quite 
notorious—that disgusts as well as irritates. 
A road saves something by putting up a fence 
instead of building gates and hiring a watch- 
man. That it is inconveniencing several hun- 
dred people in one case and conveniencing 
them in the other does not seem to make the 
slightest difference to it. When the city au- 
thorities have time to attend to city business 
they will perhaps put some of their idle police 
on duty at outlying street crossings to see that 
the railroads do not steal them, and that the 
people who are not killed at them have a few 
rights preserved to them while they are, 
through the courtesy of the railroads, per- 
mitted to live. | 

Tux Scandinavian Naturalization Club is 
doing good service for the Republican party 
and ought to be encouraged by the county 
and State committees.
